City AIDS Task 
Force Releases 
‘Future’ Report

Slightly more than a year after it 
was formed by city ordinance, the 
Joint Task Force on the HIV 
Epidemic will issue “A Second 
Decade Response to HIV/AIDS in 
San Francisco,” an exhaustive 
report on the state of the epidemic, 
on World AIDS Day. 

The multicultural task force, comprised of 
25 members of diverse genders and sexual ori¬ 
entations, was appointed jointly by the mayor 
and the board of supervisors and met for 14 
months to develop the report. 

“We reviewed the response of the City and 
County of San Francisco to the first 13 years 
of the HIV pandemic,” said co-chair Eileen 
Hansen in the executive summary of the 
report. “We confronted the challenges of the 
second decade and assessed the differing HIV- 
related needs of our various communities 
along with the demands placed on HIV service 
providers, in order to create a plan to move us 
forward to the next stage of response.”

Conflicting decisions in two legal 
challenges to the ban on openly gay 
and military service members will 
apparently be allowed to stand. The 
issue seems unlikely to go to the 
Supreme Court at this time. 

On Tuesday, November 22, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the D.C. Circuit upheld the expul¬ 
sion of midshipman Joseph Steffan from the 
U.S. Naval Academy in 1987 for saying that he 
was homosexual. The next Monday, the Justice 
Department announced at a press conference it 
would not appeal the Ninth Circuit Court’s 
decision, allowing gay sailor Keith Meinhold to 
stay in the Navy, to the Supreme Court. 

Steffan decision: 

Inflammatory vehemence 

The 7 to 3 decision on Steffan’s case showed 
a sharply divided court. Writing for the majori¬ 
ty, conservative Judge Lawrence Silberman 
tartly ruled against Steffan on the merits, before 
taking the unusual step of then ruling that 
Steffan, in fact, had no status to even bring the 
case.

Newt’s Preferred Gay Position

“I think our position should 
be toleration [of gays],” said 
Georgia Republican Newt 
Gingrich, the next Speaker of 
the U.S. House of 
Representatives. 

“It should not be promotion and it 
should not be condemnation. I don’t 
wanna see police in the men’s room, 
which we had when I was a child, and I 
don’t want to see trying to educate 
kindergartners in understanding gay 
couples. I think both approaches are 
fundamentally wrong. 

“I think where we’re moving towards 
as a society and in our party’s position is 


that consenting adults can have private 
relations without in any way the politi¬ 
cal system being involved.” 

The remarks came as part of an 
extended interview by freelance writer 
Chandler Burr, which took place in 
April of this year as part of an article 
Burr was writing on semi-openly gay 
Representative Steve Gunderson (R- 
WI). They were published in the 
November 25 edition of The 
Washington Blade. 

Gingrich’s positions, which could 
perhaps be described as “benign 
neglect,” do not please activists who 
seek to enlist government as an agent 
for pro-gay policies. But they do, at 
least philosophically, leave the door

Stefano was found uncon¬ 
scious in his hotel room by 
friends Tuesday, November 22 
at about noon, and was rushed 
to Cedars-Sinai Hospital, where 
he was pronounced dead at 3:04

Computer Helps Match 
Clinical Trials to HIVers

The Community Consortium, an association of 
more than 200 Bay Area HIV healthcare providers 
who care for the majority of persons with HIV 
here, has announced what it calls “a convenient, 
free, personalized computer service that matches 
HIV-infected individuals to currently available 
clinical drug trials.” 

Called “Trial Search,” the service takes person¬ 
al medical information and matches it by comput¬ 
er with more than 100 clinical trials available in 
the greater Bay Area, according to Thomas 
Mitchell, Consortium program director. Trials 
Search was originally developed by Jay Seward 
and Brian Christianson of the Institute for HIV 
Research and Treatment at Davies Medical Center 
in San Francisco, according to Alice Trinkl and 
Carol Fox at San Francisco General Hospital 
Medical Center. 

“We are very pleased to be able to offer this 
service that was developed by our colleagues at 
Davies. It has been a valuable resource for the Bay 
Area community,” said Mitchell. 

Mitchell explained that the computer prints out 
descriptions of every trial for which an individual 
is eligible, based on the person’s medical history. 
Often these trials are the first place for an HIV- 
infected individual to gain access to promising 
new treatments. The descriptions of trials are writ¬ 
ten simply, minimizing medical jargon, to elimi¬ 
nate the often confusing technical language that 
makes it difficult for people to access trials. 

The Community Consortium has been publish¬ 


ing the Directory of HIV Clinical Trials in the Bay 
Area, which contains the same information as the 
Trials Search data base, for six years, Mitchell 
said. 

The directory will continue to be published and 
distributed to healthcare providers, patients, and 
AIDS organizations, he said, but Trials Search is 
intended to make the matching process less cum¬ 
bersome. “With more than 100 trials in our data 
base, there is a lot of information to gather and 
process. Trials Search makes it more manageable; 
it’s much more ‘user friendly,’” Mitchell said. 
“Basically this is a time saver.” 

A questionnaire ascertains personal medical 
information about the individual’s health status 
and current drug regimens - information that is 
kept confidential, Mitchell stressed - and pro¬ 
duces the personalized, up-to-date list of clinical 
trials that is mailed to the client in a plain enve¬ 
lope, usually within three days of receipt of the 
request. The person’s medical history is then kept 
on file so that the individual can return to use the 
service in the future, updating his or her medical 
information as necessary. 

A grant from the BAPHR (Bay Area Physicians 
for Human Rights) Foundation will enable med¬ 
ical offices and clinics in the Bay Area to link 
directly to the Trials Search data base, Trinkl and 
Fox said. T

The 1,600-member Gay and Lesbian Medical Association 
(formerly the American Association of Physicians for Human 
Rights) has begun a major new campaign to convince leading 
U.S. and Canadian medical societies to fight discrimination 
against gays and lesbians. 

GLMA has asked 200 medical and other health organizations 
to adopt non-discrimination policies and educate patients and 
member physicians about lesbian and gay health issues, accord¬ 
ing to GLMA executive director Ben Schatz. The new campaign 
was devised after a survey of members earlier this year docu¬ 
mented widespread anti-gay discrimination in medical fields. 

The groups approached by GLMA, including medical spe¬ 
cialty boards, state medical associations, and other allied health 
groups, are asked to take five steps to combat anti-gay bias. 

“We are asking them to take a proactive stance against dis¬ 
crimination in healthcare services,” Schatz told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The medical societies are being asked to urge training institu¬ 
tions to include lesbian and gay health needs, to encourage state 
medical, hospital, and other licensing agencies to consider bias 
in evaluating providers’ ability to provide care, and to demand 
any health reform legislation include sexual orientation non-dis¬ 
crimination provisions. 

A key step that GLMA wants health maintenance organiza¬ 
tions to take, Schatz said, is to develop ways that assist health¬ 
care consumers to identify gay-friendly and knowledgeable 
providers. 

“Patients in health maintenance organizations have no ability 
to determine whether their provider is gay-friendly or gay. It’s 
essential for patients to be able to talk openly with their 
providers,” Schatz said. 

According to Schatz, the GLMA survey earlier this year 
revealed that 91 percent of respondents knew of anti-gay bias 
directed at patients - and that more than half of the physicians 
and medical students surveyed had suffered anti-gay discrimina¬ 
tion professionally. 

“This project is part of a broader GLMA campaign to make 
healthcare professionals more responsive to the needs of lesbians 
and gay men,” said Bob Cabaj, the group’s president. “GLMA 
will continue to follow up our proposals with medical groups 
and government agencies, and we encourage others to join us,” 
he said. 

Cabaj said that GLMA has also asked the federal Department 
of Health and Human Services to create a task force to examine 
the healthcare needs of lesbians and gays. T

Supes To Consider 
Transgender 
Rights Tuesday

A resolution that would 
outlaw discrimination against 
transgendered people in hous¬ 
ing, employment, and public 
services in San Francisco will 
be considered by the board of 
supervisor’s Government 
Efficiency and Labor 
Committee on Tuesday, 
December 6. 

The measure, introduced on 
November 21 by Supervisor 
Terence Hallinan, would 
amend the city’s police and 
administrative codes to make 
such discrimination illegal. 

Discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation, race, and 
religious persuasion is already 
banned by the ordinance. 

Hallinan’s resolution fol¬ 
lows the September release of 
a ground-breaking report by 
the Human Rights 
Commission that detailed 
extensive discrimination and 
hate violence against transgen¬ 
dered persons. The report 
found that transgendered per¬ 
sons have also experienced 
difficulty in obtaining medical 
and social services. 

It also noted that news 
media and entertainment 
media tend to perpetuate 
stereotypes in covering the 
transgendered community, and 
that biased coverage sanctions 
and perpetuates discrimina¬ 
tion. 

If passed, Hallinan’s gender 
identity protection measure 
would be the strongest in the 
country. 

“If the legislation before 
the board of supervisors pass¬ 
es, we will have the opportuni¬ 
ty to receive formal com¬ 
plaints of discrimination, and 
will be able to investigate, 
issue findings, and mediate 
resolutions,” said HRC inves¬ 
tigator Larry Brinken. 

The HRC also has the 
power to subpoena documents 
and evidentiary material in its 
investigations, Brinken said. 

Because state appeals 
courts have ruled that state law 
supersedes the rights of 
municipalities to enforce local 
anti-bias measures, Brinken 
acknowledged that com¬ 
plainants could not sue for 
bias under such provisions. 

But, he said, most employ¬ 
ers and providers were happy 
to use mediation as a way of 
attempting to resolve disputes, 
rather than face the expense of 
other kinds of litigation such 
as wrongful termination or 
other claims. 

The measure is the culmi¬ 
nation of several years of hard 
work by transgender activists, 
including the report’s author, 
Jamison Green, and Kiki 
Whitlock, who organized the 
historic hearing on transgen¬ 
der discrimination before the 
commissions in May. 

A city ordinance since 1976 
guarantees lesbians and gays 
the protections now sought by 
transgendered people, 

Whitlock told the Bay Area 
Reporter.

will have more protections 
than we had before. It gives us 
a little more of a leg to stand 
on,” Whitlock said. 
“Something really is better 
than nothing.” 

The measure also adds a 
contract clause to prevent 
firms contracting with the city 
from discriminating against 
transgendered people in 
employment or services, and 
subjects them to fines and 
other sanctions for such viola¬ 
tions. T

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Milk March Draws 
Small Crowd, Some Speakers 
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Candles in the rain: About 300 stalwarts marched down 
Market Street Nov. 27 in memory of slain gay Supervisor 
Harvey Milk and Mayor George Moscone.

The 16th annual candlelight 
vigil marking the 1978 assassi¬ 
nations of Mayor George 
Moscone and Supervisor 
Harvey Milk drew a small 
crowd of about 300 on Sunday, 
November 27. 

Participants walked from the 
one-time site of Milk’s fabled 
Castro Street camera shop 
down Market Street to the front 
of City Hall for a brief program. 
The rain that deluged the city 
earlier in the day let up for the 
approximately hour-long com¬ 
memoration, but late enough to 
discourage many people who 
otherwise might have marched 
from attending. 

Post-march speakers includ¬ 
ed lesbian Supervisor Carole 
Migden and Supervisor-elect 
Tom Ammiano, Navy 
Lieutenant Zoe Dunning, and 
John Wood, executive director 
of Community United Against 
Violence. 

Dunning seemed to strike 
the most responsive chord with 
the small crowd, saying that she 
or other openly gay service- 
members were less of a threat to 
national security than is Senator 
Jesse Helms, the presumed next 
Senate Foreign Relations chair. 

The annual event was orga¬ 
nized and sponsored by the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club. 


On the night of the assassi¬ 
nations, more than 40,000 peo¬ 
ple marched from Castro Street 
to City Hall to mourn the slain 
political leaders, who had been 


gunned down in their offices by 
former Supervisor Dan White. 

After his release from prison 
for the crimes, White later com¬ 
mitted suicide. ▼

Jordan To Ignore Prop. 187 While He Awaits Guidelines

San Francisco Mayor Frank Jordan has announced that he will delay implementing the contro¬ 
versial Proposition 187 in the city until clearer guidelines about its constitutionality and enforce¬ 
ment are provided. 

Jordan said the anti-immigrant measure “has immeasurable consequences that will affect our 
city and state.” 

The mayor explained he had been advised by City Attorney Louise Renne that Proposition 187 
may not be legally enforceable. He said the Human Rights Commission also advised him that “pre¬ 
mature enforcement could lead to confusion and irreparable hurt to residents of the city.” 

Jordan said he would not act on Proposition 187 until the legal confusion is eliminated and he 
said he would ask the police department and other city agencies to do the same. ▼

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Embezzlement Allegations Rock Gay Sacto 

CAP/PAC, Rainbow REP Suffer Losses

SACRAMENTO - David 
Felderstein, co-chair of the 
California Capitol Political 
Action Committee (CAP/PAC), 
and his counterpart Ken Miller 
of Rainbow Real Estate 
Professionals, are both in pos¬ 
session of signed letters from 
their organizations’ ex-treasurer, 
James Smith, acknowledging he 
embezzled thousands of dollars 
from the groups. 

The boards and members of 
both organizations are shocked; 
many of them extol Smith as a 
“wonderful man,” “so kind, so 
affectionate, and loving,” and “a 
lovely person.” Still others, 
blaming themselves and seeking 
to understand how such a thing 
could happen, speak of his cre¬ 
dentials in responsible positions 
such as a “former high-level 
manager for First Interstate 
Bank,” and more recently, his 
position as assistant director of 
CARES, a case management 
organization for PWAs. 

In a recent interview, 
Felderstein was obviously dis¬ 
traught after two weeks of emer¬ 
gency board meetings, launched 
by a confession Smith made to 
him. Felderstein said he had 
given Smith a list of additional 
campaign contributions 

CAP/PAC wanted to make just 
before the elections. Smith went 
to a conference in Atlanta, and 
upon his return asked 
Felderstein to his home - where 
Smith told him there was no 
money in the treasury for the 
checks and then told Felderstein 
he had taken the money because 
of a “compulsive sickness.” 

Felderstein called an emer¬ 
gency board meeting and former 
CAP/PAC treasurer, Louis 
Camera, and former co-chair 
Carolyn Langenkamp were 
brought in by the present board 
to assist in decision-making and 
in reconstructing events, times, 
and amounts that may have been 
missing from the accounting. 

In a letter to CAP/PAC con¬ 
tributors dated November 23, 
Felderstein and his Co-Chair 
Cathi Meyers list the current 
amount taken at $10,000. “All 
of this happened very recently 
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and in a four-month period,” 
Felderstein said, “but regardless 
of how and when it happened 
we have to be concerned that it 
will not happen again and that 
we get full restitution of the 
money from him.” 

After an agonizing series of 
meetings, with some of the 
board intent on pressing crimi¬ 
nal charges, the best possibility 
of both restitution and preven¬ 
tion was reached in the choice 
of a firm specializing in accoun¬ 
tancy law. Diane Fishburn, of 
Olson, Hagel, Fong, Leidigh, 
Waters and Fishburn, hammered 
out a contractual payment 
agreement with Smith that pro¬ 
vides for full restitution by May 
15, 1995, and is to include inter¬ 
est on the amount taken, the 
firm’s fees, and any fines, late 
payments, or other costs that 
would be incurred by CAP/PAC 
because of, as Felderstein and 
Meyer refer to it, “the misappli¬ 
cation of funds.” 

However, rumors are already 
reaching other areas of the com¬ 
munity and events are escalat¬ 
ing. Restitution seems a remote 
hope, as Smith is no longer 
working at CARES and his 
position as Treasurer for 
Rainbow Real Estate 
Professionals (RRE) came into 
question when officers of that 
organization discovered only 
$2.70 left in their treasury and 
ousted him. RRE held their own 
emergency meeting and settled 
upon a course of action; howev¬ 
er, Co-Chair Ken Miller was 
reluctant to discuss their plans. 
“I will tell you this,” Miller said, 
“he was still the Branch 
Manager of First Interstate 
Bank in South Land Park when 
he became RRE’s Treasurer. 
Our account was opened in 
1993 and was in his branch. 
We’ve since found that this is 
highly irregular. Over $2,800 of 
our money is gone. There were 
supposed to be two signatures 
on checks and in most instances 
that was overlooked. 

“That money was hard 
earned - we do rummage sales 
and garage sales - it’s pretty 
hard to accept the loss of that 
kind of money when you’ve 
made it at 25 cents a sale, stand¬ 
ing in the rain selling used 
underwear.” 


While the organizations 
struggle to maintain their credi¬ 
bility and discharge their fidu¬ 
ciary responsibilities, still 
another sad situation has 
unfolded. Earlier this year, a 
friend of Smith’s took out an 
$8,000 second mortgage on his 
house and lent Smith the money 
- which is also gone. ▼

Some Early Holiday Thoughts 


C hanukah, a festival of lights that com¬ 
memorates the resilience of an 
oppressed people, began Monday, 
November 28. Observances like that 
help us get through the season, and 
the Bay Area Reporter wishes every¬ 
one a happy holiday, whether or not 
it is one you celebrate. 

All in all, the season to be jolly has 
come barreling down the pike at us in 
the last few days and has nearly flat¬ 
tened us with its ferocious momen¬ 
tum. Every news program has com¬ 
mented about the phenomenal shop¬ 
ping season that got underway the 
day after Thanksgiving. So many per¬ 
centages have been thrown around we 
can’t quite remember them all, but the 
message is this: America is ready to 
spend some money. 

We watched reports about the 
happy consumers on CNN, and saw 
dozens of them blithely announcing 
their collective intent to spend more 
money than they ever spent before; 
virtually all of them said in one way 
or another, “We’ve never been better 
off.” 

Which makes us wonder where 
the hell those people were on elec¬ 
tion day. Were they all at home snug¬ 
gled under comforters, perusing the 
latest J. Crew catalogues and plan¬ 
ning for this holiday season? Were 
none of them investing anything 
important in the new year? 

If, as it seems, middle class 
America is far better off than it was 
two years ago and four years ago, 
what prompted the Republican land¬ 
slide? Or, more to the point, who 
prompted it? It would seem the pun¬ 
dits were wrong, as usual. Mr. and 
Ms. John Q. Public - and* for that 
matter, Mr. and Mr., and Ms. and 
Ms., Public - clearly were not mad as 
hell, as characterized by the media, 
or unwilling to put up with more. 
More, it would seem, is prosperity, 
and there aren’t many who think they 
have too much. 

No, only one group was really 
steaming this election cycle, and that 
was the Christian right. 

As Wayne Friday pointed out in 
his B.A.R. column pages a few weeks 
ago, the wholesale participation by 


the so-called religious right is exactly 
what the GOP needed to push it into 
power. But as people often say, “Be 
careful what you wish for; you might 
get it.” Stephen Sondheim cut to the 
point in Into the Woods: “Wishes 
come true; not free.” In other words, 
the costs to the GOP were substantial: 
the party got the fundies, but now the 
fundies have the party. And the rest of 
the Republicans have to figure out 
what to do about it, if they are 
allowed to have any input at all. 

The party leaders are now going 
nationwide, attempting to dismiss the 
common fear that a bunch of wacko 
puritans are running the guys who 
are running the country. They try, 
poor things, but the strain of lying is 
showing on their faces. 

Which probably explains why 
Newt Gingrich had to be so covered 
in greasepaint he looked almost like a 
candidate for Empress when he 
appeared on Nightline Tuesday night 
- well, let’s face it: making a Newt 
into a prince requires a hell of a lot of 
cosmetic work - as he tried to play 
down the GOP’s hate-filled rhetoric 
of the past. But, like his much-vaunt¬ 
ed “Contract on America,” his words 
were all just fluff and no substance. 
He must know the rhetoric will only 
get worse in the near future: although 
he will be Speaker of the House, he 
cannot be an effective speaker for the 
fundies who bought him fair and 
square unless he dips as deep in the 
intolerance cesspool as they do. 

We wonder if the next holiday 
shopping season is going to be as 
merry for consumers and merchants. 
We suspect not, particularly if the 
GOP carries through on its threat to 
keep pumping more GNP into the 
Pentagon. We also wonder how mad 
voters may really get when their 
pockets are emptier next year under 
GOP Senate leadership and when 
they realize it was the Gingrich who 
stole Christmas. 

Of course, it shouldn’t surprise 
anyone that the Christian crazies will 
screw up the birthday of the person 
they pretend to revere. They have 


systematically destroyed his mes¬ 
sage, too. Trying to square the anti¬ 
humanism of Pat Robertson with the 
teachings of Jesus is, well, tough. 
Christ said we are our brothers’ 
helpers; Robertson has made it clear 
he is indifferent at best to anyone 
who is financially disadvantaged, 
and openly hostile at worst. 

The same is true of the way 
Republicanism has been changed in 
concept. There is nothing left of the 
ideals established by Abraham 
Lincoln, who founded the party, at 
least as far as we can see. Like 
Christ', he is frequently referred to by 
his putative followers in hushed 
tones with fake reverence; also like 
Christ he certainly would have noth¬ 
ing in common with those followers. 

When the time comes that 
“Republican” has become a dirty 
word worldwide - think “national 
socialism” - it will truly be a dis¬ 
grace to Lincoln. (Although not per¬ 
fect and not as perfect as his legend, 
the man did accomplish enough that 
he should not have to suffer the 
ignominy of being followed by a 
crowd of intolerant harpies.) Even 
more disturbing is the notion that the 
same could - and some would say 
has - happened to Christianity. 
Christ, too, deserves better, whether 
he was truly the Son of God or just an 
extremely bright communist who 
liked to stir things up a bit and toss 
scoundrels out of temples. 

Finally, for those who have had 
enough of Christmas and Chanukah, 
we also join the authors of our guest 
editorial below in wishing everyone a 
happy Kwanzaa and winter solstice, 
too. 

However you celebrate during this 
time of year, it most likely will 
involve shopping. As always, we sug¬ 
gest people consider buying holiday 
cards from non-profit organizations 
and making charitable donations as 
gifts. Face it: a lot of other presents 
we give this winter are going to end 
up in early spring garage sales any¬ 
way; in the midst of so much waste, 
the gift of kindness always stands 
out. ▼

Kwanzaa and New Beginnings

t’s December again. The great cold 
has begun. Everything seems dead. 
It’s the darkest time of the year, 
December 21st being the date of the 
Winter Solstice, when daylight is 
briefest and nighttime is longest. 

But there is hope, because on the 
day after December 21 the period of 
daylight begins to increase. It’s just a 
minute or so each day, but once 
we’ve hit bottom, we can only move 
upward. 

So we celebrate rebirth, new 
beginnings, a new year. We cherish 
evergreens that remain alive even 
now, and the red (of holly berries and 
poinsettia, for instance) that suggests 
fire and warmth. We light lights to 
pierce the gloom. We dance and sing, 
eat, drink, and stay up late to affirm 
life and to keep our spirits up and 
drive away the night. Chanukah- and 
Christmas-time isn’t just for the 
believing Jews and Christians among 
us. These days were celebrated by 
our pagan ancestors in the northern 
hemisphere before Christmas and 
Chanukah began, and similar 


moments of renewal are marked all 
over the world. All of us can reclaim 
this season and make it our own. 

It is love and good-fellowship that 
are most effective in driving away the 
gloom, and this preeminent family 
time can be gloomy for those of us 
who can’t be with the families of our 
birth or don’t feel really comfortable 
with them. So we’ll look for love and 
good-fellowship in a family we cre¬ 
ate, as lesbian and gay people have 
always done. 

In MACT/NY our contribution 
has been the week of Kwanzaa - 
seven evenings of gathering in each 
other’s homes, wherein we take yet 
another set of traditions, this time 
from our African ancestors, and use 
them, respectfully, for our own pur¬ 
poses. Gay people are nothing if not 
creative. 

Of course, Kwanzaa is not our 
original creation. It was devised in 
Los Angeles in the mid-60s by black 
nationalists whose aim was to estab¬ 
lish a specifically African-American 
holiday observance for this season. 


And as their observance was an 
improvisation based loosely on vari¬ 
ous African traditions, so is ours. We 
use some of the prescribed cere¬ 
monies and treat the occasion as a 
time for honoring those elements of 
African and African Diaspora civi¬ 
lization that have enriched our lives. 

As in the prescribed seven-day 
Kwanzaa schedule, each of our 
Kwanzaa evenings is devoted to one 
of the seven principals of Kwanzaa. 
But black nationalism is not one of 
the requirements for participation, 
and all our members and friends are 
invited to participate fully in these 
evenings of holiday sociability. 

The Kwanzaa principles are: 
•Umoja: Unity 
•Kujichy Agulia: 

Self Determination 
•Ujima: Collective Work 

and Responsibility 
•Ujamaa: Cooperative Economics 
•Nia: Purpose 
•Kuumba - Creativity 
•Imani - Faith ▼ 
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Sensible Immigration 

I took great interest in your editorial of October 
27 (“Halloween Boogeypersons”) concerning 
immigration. 

I am in agreement with the B.A.R. and most 
readers that Prop. 187 is a bad idea since it will 
make the problem worse (throwing kids out of the 
schools completely). I also would like to say that I 
am in favor of a reasonable policy of legal immi¬ 
gration which is in fact the most generous in the 
world. There are real problems associated with the 
virtually unlimited illegal immigration that we 
now have, which are often overlooked by many on 
the pro-immigration side of the controversy. 

While it is true that many of the illegal immigrants 
(and legal ones as well) often perform work that oth¬ 
ers don’t want to do, we have other factors in the pic¬ 
ture. Legal immigrants, according to the law, must 
have skills, not have a criminal record, and must 
show that they are not likely to be a “public charge.” 
This is precisely why I think legal immigration is a 
very worthwhile contribution to this country. 

Generations ago, we had a large influx of poor¬ 
er immigrants (all from Europe), but into a strong 
blue-collar economy. Even though it didn’t happen 
overnight, the immigrants or their descendants 
eventually moved into the middle class. This kind 
of successful assimilation is much, much less like¬ 
ly for many of today’s immigrants because of the 
disappearance of blue-collar jobs. So the “hardcore 
poverty” communities of Italians, if they ever 
existed at all, are long gone - while the many 
“hard-core poverty” communities of Mexicans and 
other Latinos are likely to remain for a long time. 

The problem is not that immigrants are a fiscal 
burden to me personally (look at the military - a 
real burden), but that these cities are caught in a 
socioeconomic “box” in which the needs grow and 
grow, without resources to match, leading to a 
larger and larger hard core underclass. 

The only realistic alternative at present is to 
enforce the immigration laws (perfectly constitu¬ 
tional) at the U.S. border, and only there. Unlimited 
immigration (particularly of unskilled people, given 
today’s economic conditions) is no more workable 
than eating unlimited food. But we certainly can 
have sensible immigration, which balances needs 
with resources. This is why we have immigration 
laws in the first place. You say “there are real ways 
to tackle immigration reform” without being specif¬ 
ic. I hope you mean the aforementioned.

Donut Eating Fools 

This letter is in response to another Dr.

We do trust our medical establishment 
beyond the shadow of a doubt, don’t we? You 
know, the ones who prescribe AZT to many gay 
men and some pregnant mothers.

Waldorf, that there are plenty of healthy HIV-pos¬ 
itive men who aren’t sick and plenty of HIV-nega¬ 
tive men who are. 

You say that you have trouble accepting the 
notion that coffee, ice cream, and donuts could 
cause AIDS.

That being, of course, that these things 
alone do not cause AIDS, but instead augment 
immune-suppression already advanced from use of 
alcohol, marijuana, cocaine, methamphetamines, 
ecstasy, etc., etc, etc. And later comes AZT, ddl, 
ddC, d4T and so on. When these immunosuppres¬ 
sive factors cause overgrowth of Candida albicans 
(candidiasis), food addictions and eating disorders 
occur, creating cravings for yeast supporting 
foods. As you know, Mr. Waldorf, these types of 
foods are all too prevalent and accessible.

Prepuce Defender 

Thank you for a comprehensive review of the cir¬ 
cumcision problem affecting American males. In my 
interview however, I did not state that there are 
strong parallels between homosexuality and circum¬ 
cision, but between homosexuality and the genital 
prepuce (foreskin). Both are healthy, naturally occur¬ 
ring phenomena in both sexes that are regarded by a 
few cultures as dirty, pathological, or shameful. 

Canadian research reveals the male prepuce (fore¬ 
skin) not only has a protective function, but is also 
sexually functional. Since the adult foreskin compris¬ 
es between 12 and 15 square inches (36 percent of the 
penis), circumcision destroys more than “just a little 
piece of skin.” Containing over 240 feet of nerves and 
more than 1,000 nerve endings, the gliding mecha¬ 
nism of the highly erogenous prepuce over the glans 
(penile head) enhances sexual pleasure. The effect of 
circumcision is like blinding a person in one eye. 
Vision is still possible, but depth perception and the 
full range of the experience is lost. 

Also, while a few hospitals “heavily advocate” 
circumcision, most are more subtle. Many parents 
are handed an unrequested circumcision consent 
form. This is marketing of unnecessary surgery. 
Wouldn’t it seem odd if a nurse handed you an 
appendectomy or mastectomy consent form for 
your newborn, “just to prevent problems later”? 

But if the hospital offers it, mustn’t it be good? 
In truth, the American medical establishment has 
never researched the adverse outcomes to men of 
this surgery they did not choose. As the B.A.R. cor¬ 
rectly noted, men are becoming more aware and 
will no longer be silent.

Cut and Dried 

It seems every other year or so somebody gives 
a public platform to the misinformation given out 
by the anti-circumcision group. It’s B.A.R.’ s year. 

Let us first dispel their favorite myth, that the 
United States is an island of cut men adrift in a 
world of uncut men. As Muslim men are cut, the 
obvious deduction is that several of the world’s 
most populated countries have higher rates of cut 
men than the United States, ie: Indonesia, Egypt, 
Pakistan, Bangladesh. Add to that total the coun¬ 
tries with Muslim minorities and you have global¬ 
ly an even larger number, ie: India, China, 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia. Excluding China’s male 
population there may in fact be more cut men in 
the world than uncut. 

There is a very serious reason why circumcision 
has never been popular in Europe, it’s called anti- 
Semitism! Until recently circumcision was against 
the law in some European countries. In recent his¬ 
tory many millions of men were put to death par¬ 
tially because they were circumcised, it was called 
“the final solution.” 

Yes, an infant no doubt screams when he per¬ 
ceives danger, whether real or imagined. Surprise, 
an infant can’t talk, and have you ever seen some 
kids getting their first haircut? All hell breaks 
loose. A videotape of an infant being circumcised 
is a real red-herring to the issue. 

Now, why circumcision? Penal cancer occurs 
almost exclusively in uncircumcised males.

Castro Catastrophe 


S ome of my “civil liber¬ 
tarian” readers won’t 
appreciate this column, 
but Castro Street (par¬ 
ticularly between 17th and 18th) 
has been taken over by panhan¬ 
dler/homeless types, and the 
merchants in the Castro are get¬ 
ting ready to fight for their 
neighborhood. 

Late Thanksgiving afternoon 
a friend and I walked from 
Harvey Milk Plaza down to 18th 
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Street and then from 18th Street 
to The Cafe on Market (near 
17th on the opposite side of the 
street). In that one short walk, in 
less than 25 minutes, we were 
hit up by no less than 22 people 
for money. 

In a doorway near Rossi’s, 
there were four young men and 
two young women camped out 
and two more young males lean¬ 
ing against a car directly across 
the sidewalk from the first 
group. In other words, there was 
no way one could walk past that 
store without being hassled for 
change. 

That was only the beginning, 
however. On the Walgreen’s side 
of the street, we encountered a 
minimum of seven individuals 
harassing all who walked by 
with the proverbial paper-cup 
routine. 

Within the same few minutes, 
after crossing the street, we 
encountered yet another group of 
very young men and women 
ensconced next to the infamous 
Donut Shop. These same healthy, 
hardy-looking young people had 
apparently partaken of the gen¬ 
erosity of a nearby gay bar that 
was serving Thanksgiving dinner 
to its patrons, and when four of 
the pack blocking the walk fin¬ 
ished eating, they simply threw 
the paper plates and the unused 
food in a nearby doorway - 
despite the fact that a city-provid¬ 
ed garbage container was within 
ten feet of them. 

To add insult to injury, short¬ 
ly after the group of young 
“homeless” finished their 
Thanksgiving dinner, two of the 
girls suddenly began to brawl, 
rolling in the street because, one 
claimed, “The bitch was hitting 
on my boyfriend.” Walking up 
the street after this fracas, we 
encountered two young, 
healthy-looking girls in front of 
the Castro Theatre, again impor¬ 
tuning everyone who passed.

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Why the Demos Struck Out

t he political pieces 
finally fell together for 
me when I encoun¬ 
tered a short news fea¬ 
ture of post-election analysis by 
party leaders. The Republicans 
gathered in Williamsburg, and 
the Democrats convened at 
Disney World - a contrast that 
many might consider to be 
answer enough or at least a 
morsel on which a starving 
comedian could feast. Anyway, 
it seems that the two parties, 
meeting independent of one 
another, actually agreed on 
something. Namely, that the 
key voting block in the recent 
election was, as one GOP poll¬ 
ster put it, the “angry white 
men” sector. Representative 
Bill Richardson (D-NM) 
reportedly claimed, “We have 
to find a way so the average 
white male feels he can be part 
of the Democratic Party again.” 

Bingo\ It all became clear to 
me in the moment of reading 
this little wire service report.

I 
learned the basic tenets of the 
Chaos Theory as a youngster 
when the cause of a botched 
World Series bid could be 
traced all the way back to one 
bad trade. Maybe one has to be 
a Boston sports fan to under¬ 
stand how dealing Babe Ruth to 
New York has cursed our World 
Series hopes for an entire cen¬ 
tury and to see how baseball 


helped to spark the Republican 
triumph. 

I should have felt the 
tremors in advance. I should 
have known that this endless 
All-Star break resulting from 
the baseball strike would tear 
our national fabric in unprece¬ 
dented ways. As the political 
polarization grows even more 
pronounced in the future - and 
I fear it will -1 will never again 
underestimate the power of a 
World Series-less October in 
this sports-crazed culture. 
Baseball is, in our culture, an 
opiate of some of the masses. 

As a nation, we are too prac¬ 
ticed in taking sides. We cheer 
an intense confrontation. We 
preserve a delicate balance 
between loyalty to a proven 
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champion and admiration for a 
hard-working underdog. In 
sport, this nation is all too 
happy to reward the kind of 
commitment that leads to 
steroid use, corked bats and 
other illegalities, so long as the 
love of winning and athletic 
excellence are the motives. 
When there were no pitchers 
hurling spitballs, we made 
heroes of political zeroes will¬ 
ing to spend all, tell a few lies, 
but all in the name of winning. 
How American! 


Necessary ritual 

After careful consideration, 
I am convinced that our nation¬ 
al voting balance was thrown 
off when a significant portion 
of the voting population was 
unable to exorcise some ener¬ 
gies through the ritual of wit¬ 
nessing a major league baseball 
championship. We just wanted 
a few bench-clearing brawls. 

Sure, football games, tennis 
matches, golf tournaments, bas¬ 
ketball showdowns and other 
athletic contests were available 
to distract attentions at election 
time. But the very guys who 
seem to be the key voting block 
- the average white males who 
feels they are not part of the 
Democratic Party - they missed 
their World Series most of all. 
And to make matters worse, no 
hockey for those “angry white 
men,” either. 

If you think these connec¬ 


tions are all figments of my 
imagination, consider what 
some of the “players” them¬ 
selves had to say. David 
Wilhelm, departing chair of the

Cable Car Awards 
Nominees Sought 

In an effort to involve more of the 
lesbian/gay/bisexual and transgender community 
in its 21st annual Cable Car Awards Show, the 
Cable Car board of directors has established a 
voice mailbox and an Internet e-mail address for 
candidate nominations and other suggestions. The 
annual events ceremony has grown in the last 20 
years, and the Cable Car Board of directors says 
that it needs more public input. 

“When Bob Cramer and the Cable Car Court 
established the Cable Car Awards over 20 years 
ago, his intention was that it honor all that was 
outstanding in our community,” said 1995 Awards 
co-chair Chris Carnes.

Prostate Cancer Is 
No Laughing Matter 

Taking an hour from your busy schedule this 
month might save your life, particularly if you are 
an African-American male or a man over 40 with 
a family history of prostate cancer. The disease 
affects both of those population segments dispro¬ 
portionately, and kills thousands of men needless¬ 
ly every year who could have been saved if not for 
ignorance and embarrassment. 

The Kaiser Permanente Medical Center in San 
Francisco will sponsor a Wednesday, December 7 
lecture and slide show presentation on prostate 
health awareness from 5 to 6 p.m. at 2425 Geary 
Blvd., Conference Room 1, on the Mezzanine 
Level. Free parking is available at the garage, 
located at 2190 O’Farrell Street. 

Men who attend the session will learn about the 
prostate, and about the detection and treatment of 
prostate cancer. Richard Szabo, M.D., chief of the 
Department of Urology, will be the featured 
speaker. 

While rectal exams are the subject of many 
jokes, prostate cancer is no laughing matter. In 
1994 an estimated 200,000 men will be diagnosed 
with prostate cancer. And for the past 60 years, the 
number of new cases has been increasing. This is 
partly because men are living longer, according to 
Kim Nguyen of Kaiser Permanente Health News, 
and partly because of better reporting: an impor¬ 
tant screening tool for prostate cancer was devel¬ 
oped only several years ago.

Methodists Make 
A Stand To Witness 

The United Methodist Church’s Commission 
on the General Conference announced on 
November 21 that delegates to the 1996 annual 
church convention will be able to participate in 
an organized “human rights witness” during the 
assembly. The decision was in response to crit¬ 
icism that the General Conference would be 
held in Colorado, despite a boycott of the state 
over the anti-gay Amendment 2. Although the 
ballot measure has since been ruled unconstitu¬ 
tional by the Colorado Supreme Court, that 
decision may be appealed to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

A group will be appointed to determine the 
content of the human rights witness, which is 
scheduled for April 18, 1996, the third day of the 
international lawmaking session. The official 
stand of the Methodist Church is that lesbian and 
gay people are not morally or spiritually worthy to 
be ordained in the denomination. ▼

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Newt’s Madness

With expected frenzy, the media have been quoting the day- 
to-day rants of Representative Newt Gingrich, who will soon 
become Speaker of the U.S. House of Representatives. On the 
subject of homosexuality, the Republican congressperson has 
“graciously” stated that lesbians and gay men are “good citi¬ 
zens” on “most days.” What he failed to mention is that the task 
of good citizenship can be especially burdensome for a people 
long oppressed by their own government. If fact, it is nothing 
less than extraordinary. 

Gingrich has also said that he believes homosexuality is an 
orientation not unlike alcoholism. This grossly unscientific 
ditty was dutifully reported - largely without challenge - by 
the mainstream press. Also, Gingrich has claimed that compar¬ 
ing heterosexual marriages to lesbian and gay families is an act 
of insanity. Gingrich explained that “it is madness to pretend 
that families are anything other than heterosexual couples.” 

(For the record, the first definition of “family” in Webster’s 
is “the collective body of persons who live in one house.” The 
second is “a father, mother, and their children.” But then, it’s a 
dictionary long known for its “madness”) 

Gingrich - whose sister is an out lesbian - also said that he 
opposes “trying to educate kindergartners in understanding gay 
couples.” Apparently, the Speaker-to-be will build his platform 
around a solid, traditional support for misunderstanding (if not 
abject ignorance). 

As for his political agenda, Gingrich declared that homo¬ 
sexuality should neither be condemned nor promoted, but sim¬ 
ply tolerated. Given the congressperson’s deforming hetero¬ 
sexism, one can only assume that Gingrich means “toleration” 
in the sense that torture, nuclear waste, and the flu are “tolerat¬ 
ed.”

Changing Times 

The November 20th national Sunday edition of The New 
York Times includes “Zelda’s Unwavering Love Is No Longer 
Unrequited,” a feature article about Sheila Kuehl. Kuehl - who 
starred as “Zelda Gilroy” on the popular sitcom The Many 
Loves of Dobie Gillis (1959-1963) - has become the first open¬ 
ly gay/lesbian to win election to the California state legislature. 
She will represent some 370,000 people in the State Assembly. 

Written by David Dunlap, the Times feature story begins: 
“Zelda Gilroy should only have known, as she longed hope¬ 
lessly more than 30 years ago for the indifferent Dobie Gillis, 
that the boys who truly fancied her were legion. And so, it 
turned out, were the girls.” The feature traces KuehFs history, 
from the time she was expelled from her sorority for being a 
lesbian to her recent victory in California’s political arena. 

Of particular interest to media watchers is Kuehl’s explana¬ 
tion of her own political success, which she attributes - in part 

- to the “Zelda Factor.” According to Kuehl, her visibility as a 
television celebrity allowed some potentially-phobic voters to 
overcome their “aversion” to her lesbianism. Says Kuehl: 
“When people know gay people personally, they tend to feel 
differently about the whole community. All of a sudden, here’s 
a person they knew very well that they found out was lesbian.”

SC Co. HIV Prevention 
Group To Meet 


by Frank Winter 

The first meeting of the new 
community based Santa Clara 
County HIV Prevention 
Working Group will be next 
Thursday, December 15, at 6:30 
p.m. at 976 Lenzen Avenue, sec¬ 
ond floor, in San Jose. 

Mark Madsen, director of 
AIDS Health Services for the 
Santa Clara Valley Health and 
Hospital System said future state- 
funded HIV prevention programs 
in Santa Clara County would be 
guided by a community-wide 
prevention plan mandated by the 
Federal Center For Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC) 
and the state office of AIDS. 

The new county working 
group will make decisions 
regarding funding priorities for 
HIV prevention education, 
Madsen said. 

The Santa Clara Valley HIV 
Prevention Working Group will 
have 15 members who represent 
the diverse populations impact¬ 
ed by the HIV epidemic in the 
county, Madsen said. The group 
will review information and 
data on HIV incidence and 
trends as well as studies of the 
effectiveness of various HIV 
prevention strategies. The goal 
will be to develop recommenda¬ 
tions for types of programs and 
their target groups to be funded 
in the next fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1995, Madsen said. 

He anticipated the working 
group would meet two evenings 
per month from December 1994 
through June 1995. 

Membership in the working 
group is by application, Madsen 


said, and the group is currently 
requesting applications from 
individuals with experience in 
HIV prevention and from those 
who are advocates for commu¬ 
nities impacted by HIV, with an 
announced deadline of 
November 30. 

Diverse representation will 
be ensured by membership cri¬ 
teria after analysis by a selec¬ 
tion team. 

The state HIV prevention plan 
requires that certain communities 
or groups be represented on the 
HIV Prevention Working Group. 
These include people with HIV, 
local health departments, agen¬ 
cies or organizations serving 
individuals at risk for HIV or tar¬ 
geted prevention programs, early 
intervention programs and alter¬ 
native test sites and other federal 
and state mandated agencies such 
as Ryan White Care Act Title II 
Consortia and county or school 
district agencies. 

At least six members must 
have experience providing HIV 
prevention services to affected 
populations. 

Criteria indicate that five 
members must be gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender persons, 
three must be injection drug or 
other substance users, two must 
be women, and six members must 
come from communities of color 
including African-American, 
American Indians, Asian/Pacific 
Islanders and Latinos. ▼

Headlines- a gay-owned San

Opening day receptions are sched¬ 
uled for today, Thursday, December 1, 
in keeping with World AIDS Day. 

Andy Kramer, owner of Headlines, 
said it will help enable those with full 
blown AIDS to share their talent with 
the community, and to sell their art. 

“Human beings work for two things: 
money and recognition,” Kramer said 
in a brief interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter. “When people are sick we 
want to restore some of that important 
visibility.” 

“About ten artists with AIDS will 
participate in the one-of-a-kind show,” 
said Tom Finan, director of operations 
for Headlines. The art exhibit will be 
the focal point for the two stores this 
Christmas season, and all the work dis¬ 
played will be for sale. The artist will 
keep a portion of the money, and a por¬ 
tion will be donated to various non¬ 
profit AIDS organizations. 

Brent, director of ArtReach in San 
Francisco, confirmed that roughly ten 
well-known Bay Area artists will be 
included in the Headlines exhibit. 

Exhibits will include sculpture by 
Martin Freeman, prints by Michael 
Geopserd, photography by Eliott 
Linwood, woodblock prints by Robin 
Tichane, mixed-media work by Joel 
Hoyer, and others. 

ArtReach has been in existence 
since July 1993. The not-for-profit pro¬ 
gram was formed to exhibit and distrib¬ 
ute artwork to non-profit HIV/AIDS 
organizations and other non-profit 
community service agencies.

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open to remove vestiges of anti-gay government 
discrimination such as sodomy laws at the state 
level and, at the national level, the ban on gays 
serving in the military. 

He believes there may be a genetic compo¬ 
nent to homosexuality but sees that as a predis¬ 
position, not an absolute factor. “I believe it’s an 
orientation in the way that alcoholism is an ori¬ 
entation.” 

“I think that on most things most days the vast 
majority of practicing homosexuals are good cit¬ 
izens.” He bases that on his positive experience 
with a number of people, including a respected 
teacher growing up, Gunderson and his partner 
Rob Morris, and his own lesbian half-sister, 28- 


year-old Candace Gingrich. 

The congressman strongly supports a “bias in 
favor of heterosexual marriage and heterosexual 
couples raising children. ... It is madness to pre¬ 
tend that families are anything other than hetero¬ 
sexual couples. I think it goes to the core of how 
civilization functions.” 

Turning to partisan politics, he thought “the 
numbers of those whose primary motivation is 
their gayness is a very small percentage of gays, 
and it’s all Democrat. 

“But I absolutely think we can be a com¬ 
fortable party for folks who share a lot of 
other beliefs with us but happen to be homo¬ 
sexual.” 

He called “the people who really are morally 
offended by gay people ... the [Pat] Buchanans 
and the [Robert] Dornans (R-CA) ... not repre¬ 
sentative of the future, they’re just noisy.” ▼

It’s Alive: 

The ’94 Castro Christmas Tree

There will be a splendid new 16-foot Monterey 
Pine in Golden Gate Park’s AIDS Memorial Grove 
next January, but until then it will serve as a living 
tree of remembrance in the heart of America’s most 
famous gay ghetto throughout the holiday season. 

According to Donna Matthews, a member of 
the AIDS Memorial Grove board of directors and 
chair of the tree lighting program, grove volunteers 
will erect and decorate a living holiday tree this 
year, establishing a new tradition. This is the first 
year the grove, a project of the Tides Foundation, 
is handling the tree lighting celebration, Matthews 
told the B.A.R. SMMILE (South of Market 
Merchants and Individuals for Lifestyle Events) 
has previously organized the celebration. 

The Castro District’s tree lighting celebration 
and candlelight caroling will be held this Sunday, 
December 4, from 5-6 p.m. The hostess with the 
mostest for the event will be Samantha Samuels; 
she will be joined by Kenny Mazlow, who is 
“Louie” in Beach Blanket Babylon, by Madeline, 
an upcoming young starlet, and by the Lesbian and 
Gay Chorus of San Francisco. 

The big tree will go up, a day in advance, in the 
traditional spot in front of the Bank of America at 
18th and Castro. It will be decorated by volunteers 
throughout the day on Saturday, December 3 with 
white lights and abundant gold, silver, and red 


bows - fashioned in the symbol of the AIDS rib¬ 
bon, Matthews said. The tree will also be fes¬ 
tooned with pine cones and bay leaves. The names 
of loved ones will be written on the bay leaves, and 
when they and the tree are moved to the AIDS 
Memorial Grove at the revitalized de Laveaga 
Dell, the bay leaves will scatter there. 

In a related development, the San Francisco 
board of supervisors guaranteed completion and 
maintenance of the grove by approving a gift 
agreement November 7 for beautification 
improvements, including the installation of a main 
entrance portal, 14 benches throughout the dell, 
landscaping, and an endowment to hire one full¬ 
time city gardener who will maintain the grove. 
Official groundbreaking for major grove improve¬ 
ments took place today, Thursday, December 1, as 
part of World AIDS Day ceremonies. 

“This generous, moving gift to the people of 
San Francisco will provide a peaceful and spiritu¬ 
al living memorial amid the beauty of nature - a 
place for healing, hope, and remembrance of those 
living with and those who have died of AIDS,” said 
Supervisor Carole Migden, who was instrumental 
in finalizing the gift agreement. “We are indebted 
to the board of directors and staff of the AIDS 
Memorial Grove, as well as their countless volun¬ 
teers and work crews, for their selfless generosity 
and commitment to remembering those affected by 
this devastating epidemic.” T

Silberman’s decision twice very 
pointedly derided the Ninth Circuit 
decision on Meinhold, both in its text 
and in caustic footnotes. 

“The Meinhold court also did not 
consider the rationality of treating all 
persons who identify themselves as 
homosexuals as likely violators of the 
prohibition on homosexual conduct,” 
was one such reference. 

Another was: “The Ninth Circuit, 
rather astoundingly in our view, reject¬ 
ed the exhaustion argument... this sort 
of reasoning would destroy the exhaus- 
tion-of-remedies doctrine.” It is “an 
extraordinary reversal of the role of an 
appellate court.” 

It seemed as if Silberman were 
goading his colleagues, spotlighting 
disagreements and virtually challeng¬ 
ing the parties to take the Steffan and 
Meinhold cases to the Supreme Court 
to resolve the differences. 

“We were particularly disappointed 
with the vehemence” of the language, 
said Beatrice Dohrn, legal director with 
the Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, which assisted in 
Steffan’s defense. She labeled many of 
Silberman’s arguments as circular. 

“It is not unusual for Silberman to 
write in this kind of inflammatory 
style,” said Michele Benecke, co-direc¬ 
tor of the Servicemembers Legal 
Defense Network. 

“It would be far more credible if he 
did not resort to such outbursts,” she 
continued. “They point to what I con¬ 
tend is the basis for the opinion, which 
is more a certain ideological stance, 
rather than the facts of law. It certainly 
is an ideologically-driven opinion.” 

Steffan himself was not comment¬ 
ing. He is now an officer of the federal 


court system, clerking for a judge in 
Newark, New Jersey. His lead attorney, 
Marc Wolinsky, said they would thor¬ 
oughly review the case before making a 
decision whether or not to appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 

Dohrn posed the question, “As time 
gets further away and he [Steffan] gets 
more involved in his career, should he 
fight this forever or say, ‘Enough is 
enough’?” 

Benecke pointed out that “some of 
the newer cases have a better factual 
record, in large part because of infor¬ 
mation developed since Steffan filed 
his case.” 

Meinhold decision: 

“No more gay-friendly” 

The government’s decision to forego 
an appeal in the Meinhold case was 
reportedly made by Solicitor General 
Drew Days. The Clinton administration 
itself has long been divided on the 
entire subject of gays in the military: 
the Department of Justice, and Days in 
particular, would like to drop the matter 
entirely and allow gays to serve. The 
Pentagon has taken a hard line position 
in opposition to service. 

Similar past conflicts had been 
resolved in the White House to the ben¬ 
efit of the military. One can only spec¬ 
ulate on the role played by the new 
Presidential legal advisor, Abner 
Mikva, in deciding this round. 

Mikva was Chief Judge of the D.C. 
Court, and wrote the decision by the 
three-member panel that last found in 
Steffan’s favor, ruling the discrimina¬ 
tion against him as unconstitutional in 
December 1993. It was a strongly 
worded, moving opinion that was 
immediately vacated by the conserva¬ 
tive majority in the en banc review. 

Meinhold’s attorney, John Maguire, 
welcomed the news. However, he said, 
it reflected not a change in heart by the 


Clinton administration but “a change in 
strategy which is no more or less gay- 
friendly than the previous strategy. 
They want to put all of their eggs in the 
new policy basket. 

“The fact that they are abandoning 
Meinhold, I think, is more a reflection 
of the fact that they just figure, why 
fight an old policy we are not interest¬ 
ed in defending any more.” 

The previous Monday, November 


21, Meinhold 
had been before 
Judge Terrence 
Hatter for the 
issuing of a 
final order in 
the case. The 
government 
wanted Hatter 
to limit the 
order to the old 
policy. Maguire 
argued that the 
Ninth Circuit 
decision “did¬ 
n’t distinguish 
between the old 
and the new policies.” Hatter concurred 
and left the wording ambiguous, not 
explicitly referring to either policy. 

“Now that the order is uncertain, the 
government risks the chance of being 
in contempt of court if it takes action 
against Meinhold under the new poli¬ 
cy,” Maguire said. 

The Navy has already warned 
Meinhold he could face new discharge 
proceeding if he publicly states he is 
gay. “It’s like. I’m going to pretend you 
didn’t say that, just don’t say it again,” 
commented Maguire. “It is the theater 
of the absurd.” 

The “new” anti-gay policy of “don’t 
ask, don’t tell” is being challenged in 
the Abel case. It is likely to go to trial 
in its Brooklyn courtroom in early 
1995. T

p.m. 

Although official toxicology reports 
will not be available for another two 
weeks, initial reports indicate that Stefano 
died of what is suspected to be a heroin 
overdose. Friends, however, speculated 
that he might have died from an overdose 
of ketamine, a psychedelic said to produce 
states of ecstasy and euphoria. 

Larry “Chi Chi” LaRue, who discov¬ 
ered Stefano when he was 21, said the 
handsome pom star was a gay man “and 
very happy about it.” He liked masculinity, 
and “was into real men, like Zach Spears 
and Rod Phillips.” 

He called the star’s death “very Marilyn 
Monroe,” and said he was not being flip¬ 
pant or facetious in that regard, because he 
was very saddened by it. “I’m just glad I 
didn’t find him,” LaRue told the B.A.R. 

Stefano was not hurting financially, 
according to LaRue. In addition to making 
about 30 movies over the past five years, 
Stefano was “always dancing on the road.” 
The well-known pom star stripped in gay 
clubs across the nation with great success. 

LaRue told the B.A.R. that Stefano - or 
“Nick,” as his close friends called him - 
had just broken up with a boyfriend and 
was “in a state that was so bad he was get¬ 
ting really high and he didn’t want to ...” 

The young porn star had recently 
moved to Miami, where he maintained a 
nice home, according to LaRue. He had 
flown out to Los Angeles to celebrate 
LaRue’s 35th birthday, “to be where his 
friends are, and to be with his second fam¬ 
ily,” LaRue said. 

The young star remained “totally 
sober” at the birthday bash, he said. 

LaRue and other friends in Los Angeles 
chipped in to have Stefano’s remains sent 
back home to his family in Philadelphia 
for services and burial there. ▼

Gary Bowles, Murderer 
Of Six Gay Men, Confesses 

Arrested Earlier, but Cops Didn’t Check Prints Nationally

A serial killer of gay men is in jail, and com¬ 
munities all along the east coast are breathing eas¬ 
ier for it. Gary Ray Bowles, a 32-year-old drifter 
and small time hustler, was arrested Monday, 
November 21 in Jacksonville Beach, Florida. 

“Tim Whitfield” had been brought in for ques¬ 
tioning about the slaying of his roommate a week 
earlier. According to police reports, after about an 
hour he said, “Look, I’m tired of this. Do you real¬ 
ly want to know who I am? I’m Gary Ray 
Bowles.” 

For the next few days, as police investigators 
flew in from Maryland, Georgia, and other parts of 
Florida, Bowles gave detailed accountings of the 
six murders he had committed over the last eight 
months. 

His victims ranged in age from 37 to 72. Some 
were tricks he had known only a few hours. But it 
was more common for Bowles to befriend an 


older man and move in with him for a few weeks. 
Then something - the growing pressure of a rela¬ 
tionship, a request for a sex act he didn’t want - 
would cause something inside Bowles to snap and 
he would beat, strangle, stab, or shoot his bene¬ 
factor to death. Each murder was savagely brutal. 

In a signature ritual, he would stuff something 
- a towel, dildo, leaves - down the victim’s throat, 
reportedly to keep them from breathing if they 
somehow survived their ordeal. 

Bowles would then take off with the victim’s 
cash, car, and credit cards, and live off them. 

“Whitfield” had been arrested earlier in 
November in the Jacksonville area on drunk and 
disorderly charges. However, the police routinely 
check fingerprints only against local files, and not 
against the national register. Had they done so, 
Bowles’s last victim would still be alive. 

“It’s time,” Bowles told the police. “I want the 
killing to stop. ... I’m either getting six life sen¬ 
tences or the electric chair.” T 


Dahmer Killed in Prison

PORTAGE, WISCONSIN - 
Serial killer Jeffrey Dahmer 
died Monday, November 28 of 
massive head wounds, after he 
was attacked at the Columbia 
Correctional Center where he 
was serving multiple life terms, 
corrections officials said. 

Dahmer admitted killing 17 
young men and boys, dismem¬ 
bering them, and in some cases 
eating parts of their bodies. He 
and another inmate were 
attacked while they were clean¬ 
ing separate bathrooms in lock¬ 
er rooms in the prison’s recre¬ 
ation area. 

A bloody broom handle was 
found at the scene, but prison 
officials would not confirm that 
it was the weapon used to kill 
Dahmer. 

Prison officials said Dahmer, 
34, suffered massive head 
wounds and died at 9:11 a.m. 
CST while being taken to 
Divine Savior Hospital. His 
body was taken to the 
University of Wisconsin 
Hospital in Madison for autop¬ 
sy. 

The injured inmate was iden¬ 
tified as Jesse Anderson of 
Cedarburg, Wisconsin, who was 
convicted of killing his wife. He 
was reported still unconscious 
and in critical condition 
Monday afternoon. 

Prison officials said they did 
not know what prompted the 
attack by a fellow inmate. The 
suspect was on the same work 
detail as the victims, and was 
described only as a convicted 
murderer from the Wisconsin 
arearwhom prison officials said 
had no connection to either 


Dahmer or any of Dahmer’s 
victims. 

Conviction in the Dahmer 
case would keep the attacker in 
prison for the rest of his life 
without possibility of parole. 
Wisconsin does not have a 
death penalty. 

Corrections Secretary 
Michael Sullivan said it was not 
known if Dahmer or Anderson 
was the primary target of the 
attack. 

He said Dahmer and 
Anderson were escorted to their 
work details at 7:50 a.m., and 
Dahmer was found about 20 
minutes later, still breathing but 
lying in a pool of blood. Neither 
Dahmer nor Anderson was 
under direct supervision by 
prison guards at the time of the 
attack. 

“I feel it’s a terrible tragedy,” 
Sullivan said. “It’s something 
we try to prevent. Any time any¬ 
one is murdered, it’s a tragedy.” 
Sullivan said Dahmer was 
assigned to janitorial duties just 
three weeks ago. 

Dahmer had been allowed to 
mix with other prisoners, 
although he was celled alone at 
his own request. 

Milwaukee attorney Jerry 
Boyle, who represented 
Dahmer, described his client as 
pathetic, and said he was not 
surprised by the killing. 

“I think Dahmer had a death 
wish and did not have the 
gumption to do it himself,” 
Boyle said. “I thought he was 
very sick and I’m not surprised 
he is now deceased. I trust he 
has found a peace he could 
never find in life.” 

Boyle said the last time he 
saw Dahmer, his eyes were 
vacant, “as if he no longer had a 


soul.” 

The attack was the second on 
Dahmer at the facility, the most 
secure and newest in 
Wisconsin. Several months ago, 
Dahmer was attacked in the 
prison chapel by an inmate 
wielding a sharpened tooth¬ 
brush, but suffered only 
scratches. 

Dahmer was convicted and 
sentenced to multiple life terms 
for killing 15 young men and 
boys in Wisconsin. He admitted 
to two other killings, including 
one near Akron, Ohio, when he 
was still a teenager. 

Dahmer, a former chocolate 
factory worker who last year 
claimed to have found God, 
cruised gay bars to pick up his 
victims and lured them back to 
his Milwaukee apartment. He 
sometimes had sex with them 
before killing and dismember¬ 
ing them, storing the body parts 
in his refrigerator. 

His crimes came to light 
when one of his victims 
escaped and flagged down 
police. 

Several months earlier, a 14- 
year-old fled the apartment, 
naked, but Dahmer managed to 
convince three police officers 
who encountered the youth that 
the two had just had a lovers’ 
spat. The boy was returned to 
Dahmer’s custody and slain 
shortly after the police left the 
apartment. 

Last week, the families of 
eight of Dahmer’s victims 
moved closer to gaining restitu¬ 
tion from the killer. A receiver 
was appointed to auction off 
some of Dahmer’s belongings, 
including his refrigerator, to pay 
some of the $8 million in judg¬ 
ments awarded by courts. ▼

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Log Cabin/LA’s Ritch Colbert on Republican Sweep

Gay Republicans, perennial 
outsiders despite all the diversi¬ 
ty rhetoric within the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual and transgender 
communities, are still celebrat¬ 
ing the results of the November 
8 election that may move them 
more into the mainstream, but 
they are also mindful of all the 
hard work that lies ahead. 

For one thing, it isn’t just 
their fellow gays and lesbians 
who are suspicious of them: 
after the Los Angeles chapter of 
the gay Republican Log Cabin 
Club refused to endorse 
Governor Pete Wilson’s reelec¬ 
tion bid because of his veto of 
the Domestic Partnership bill, 
the club was put “under investi¬ 
gation” by the Los Angeles 
County Republican Party 
Central Committee and must 
survive a hearing on whether its 
charter status should be 
removed on December 12. Still, 
Human Rights Campaign Fund 
board member Ritch Colbert, a 
TV producer and president of 
Log Cabin/LA, is confident. 
“They can’t look at us as in any 
way anti-Republican,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Colbert said he intends to 
remind party members of the 
Club’s involvement with the 
California Republican Party 
since 1977, and that Log Cabin 
has had good relations with the 
Wilson Administration: mem¬ 
bers Frank Ricciazzi and Marty 
Keller are Wilson 
Administration appointees and 
were Wilson delegates to the 
Houston Convention. 

“Although many are upset in 
the party,” Colbert continued, 
“we’re satisfied that Wilson 
understands the position we 
took. The fact of the matter is 
Log Cabin contributed privately 
many thousands of dollars to 
Wilson’s campaign and the 
overwhelming majority voted 
for him - including myself.” 

Colbert argues that gays most 
logically belong in the party of 
Abraham Lincoln, with its roots 
in the libertarian traditions of 
maintaining personal freedom, 
preserving the right to privacy, 
and keeping government off the 
individual’s back. And, Colbert 
said, the expressions of doom 
about the Republican sweep are 
ridiculous. 

“This will only be a disaster 
if we define our response to the 
sea change in connection to the 
really disastrous committee 
chairs that stop most people in 
their tracks - like Strom 
Thurmond and Bob Dornan,” he 
said in a long interview 
November 29. “People can’t 
look beyond that.” Colbert 
believes that the new 
Republican powerbrokers will 
form “centrist” coalitions to 
advance their agenda. “There 
are obvious loud voices in both 
the House and Senate that must 
make both [Senate Majority 
leader Bob] Dole and [House 
Speaker Newt] Gingrich ner¬ 
vous - Jesse Helms and Bob 
Dornan to name a couple,” 
Colbert says. “It’s appalling that 
someone like Jesse Helms could 
be considered Chair of the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 

“The fact that he is so injudi¬ 
cious, so uncareful about how 
he speaks now is alarming and 
potentially destablizing.” 

Colbert is, however, a bit of a 
fan of a man with a mouth not 
much less notorious than 
Helms’s - Gingrich. He is 


“Immigration is a very sig¬ 
nificant problem,” he told the 
B.A.R. “I felt that 187 didn’t 
address the issue and was hypo¬ 
critical. It’s interesting to note 
that when California’s cup was 
running over and the economy 
was robust, we opened up the 
floodgates to invite immigrants 
into Central California to work 
as migrants in the fields. I 
strongly believe there was also a 
tinge of racism - not so much in 
authoring the bill but in what 
motivated people to support it. I 
think it brought out the worst in 
people.” 

While the club voted “right” 
along with the party on 187, he 
believes that since Domestic 
Partnership was introduced dur¬ 
ing an election year, “it was vir¬ 
tually designed to embarrass the 
governor,” knowing that he 
would have to veto it to shore up 
support from the right wing of 
the party to be re-elected. 

Colbert thinks it’s “prema¬ 
ture” to consider the new 
Republican dominated 

California Assembly, although 
Log Cabin plans to meet with 
“consummate politicians” new 
Speaker Jim Brulte and Ken 
Maddy after the Assembly 
“weans itself from Willie 
Brown.” The clubs also will 
strategize how to handle State 
Senator Robb Hurtt and the 
powerful radical right funding 
Allied PAC. 

California Log Cabin Clubs 
plan a statewide strategy session 
in Palm Springs in February. ▼ 


28, is a lesbian. She later told 
the Associated Press that her 
brother told her that “I have 
every right to live my life the 
way I want to.” 

“I don’t know what he means 
by ‘tolerance,’” Colbert says, 
“but I believe we’ll see fewer 
anti-gay amendments because 
of Newt. I think he doesn’t 
appreciate this as an issue and 
doesn’t want it to distract the 
business at hand - to ... elect a 
president in 1996. My instinct is 
that he’s going to avoid contro¬ 
versial amendments of any kind. 
Regrettably, however, those that 
do come up will probably pass.” 

Rich Tafel, Log Cabin’s 
national director, has made an 
effort to establish relationships 
with people on Gingrich’s staff, 
Colbert says. And both Log 
Cabin and HRCF have a “very 
close working relationship” 
with semi-openly gay 
Wisconsin Republican 

Congressman Steve Gunderson, 
who is friendly with Gingrich. 
“Our job is to access [Gingrich] 
and to be in dialogue with him. 
We haven’t - this is new for 
everybody. [The gay community 
hasn’t] gone out of our way to 
nurture a relationship while at 
the same time the radical right 
has done nothing but tried to 
have a relationship with these 
guys. We have our work cut out 
for us.” 

Indeed. “Simply because a 
man says he’s more tolerant - 
do you trust him?” asks J Fong, 
West Coast director of Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund. “The right wing now con¬ 
trols the Republican Party, and 
they have a track record against 
us. This is not just being neutral. 
So how can you take this man at 
his word, considering the 
impolitic things he has said in 
his career?” 

Fong is also concerned that 
the gay conservatives thrilled at 
having a “place at the table” will 


Republicans, and indicated that 
the 8,000 Log Cabin 
Republicans in 50 clubs around 
the country are now being 
viewed as the gate-keepers to 
Republican legislators. How 
important is that? Extremely, 
said Colbert, observing that 
1995 is the final year for AIDS 
funding under the Ryan White 
Care Act. 

“A priority for Log Cabin is to 
maintain AIDS funding and that 
includes full funding for Ryan 
White,” said Colbert. “There’s no 
question there are concerns with 
this shift in Congress as it relates 
to funding for AIDS research and 
compassionate care for people 
with AIDS. I say that not because 
Republicans, out of homophobia, 
will attempt to pull money back 
from AIDS research but because 
cutting spending in general will 
certainly have a potentially dev¬ 
astating effect on AIDS funding. 

“But the issue really

impressed with the next speak¬ 
er’s renowned “intellectual 
prowess” and expects him to 
tone down his “slash and bum” 
rhetoric. 

“I, for one, am optimistic that 
Newt’s ability and style will 
provide excellent leadership in 
the House and help good gover¬ 
nance over all,” he says. “I think 
he’ll turn out to be the most out¬ 
spoken, effective, powerful 
activist Speaker of the century.” 

When asked about the news 
reports that Gingrich, an outspo¬ 
ken defender of “traditional 
family values,” not only left his 
two young children (his basis 
for a Vietnam draft deferment), 
but discussed divorce proceed¬ 
ings in his wife’s hospital room 
as she was recovering from can¬ 
cer surgery, Colbert said he is 
“reminded of the human condi¬ 
tion.” He disputed the con¬ 
tention that Gingrich has been 
put up as “emblematic of family 
values” and questions the truth 
of the accusations. However, 
when the story was repeated as 
part of an opening report before 
a “live” November 29 interview 
with ABC’s Ted Koppel, 
Gingrich was not asked about, 
nor did he offer to clarify, the 
allegations. 

No mention was made either 
of an April interview with 
Gingrich that was just published 
in the gay Washington Blade , in 
which Gingrich said homosexu¬ 
ality should be “tolerated” 
because it’s an orientation like 
alcoholism. He also acknowl¬ 
edged that his sister Candace, 


benignly neglect drags, people 
of color and women. “The argu¬ 
ment is all about acceptance or 
tolerance,” he says. “They say 
this is a real opportunity. We are 
conservatives. They’ll make 
room at the table for us. But in 
the excitement because they let

None of them - includ¬ 
ing LIFE AIDS Lobby, the 
Human Rights Campaign Fund, 
Access Now for Gay and 
Lesbian Equality (ANGLE), the 
National Gay & Lesbian Task 
Force, and Empire State Pride - 
have large Republican represen¬ 
tation on their boards of direc¬ 
tors or staff, he says. 

Colbert is proud that he will 
have the hard opportunity to 
educate and lobby fellow 


Republicans have won on is the 
issue of basic distrust among the 
American people of the effec¬ 
tiveness - or lack of effective¬ 
ness of the federal government,” 
he says. “It’s our job to work 
with the Legislature and state 
legislatures around the country 
to demonstrate that we can cut 
bureaucratic waste, bring effec¬ 
tiveness to government, and 
make municipal, state, and fed¬ 
eral government work better 
without forsaking appropriate 
and compassionate care for peo¬ 
ple suffering from AIDS, elder¬ 
ly people, or any other citizens 
who require essential services of 
government.” 

Colbert says that national 
polls indicate that “family val¬ 
ues” was not the hot button issue 
that many expected. In San 
Diego, for instance, during the 
“huge Republican sweep, the 
Christian Coalition School 
Board in Vista was recalled and 
an open lesbian was elected 
judge. Morality and family val¬ 
ues ranked well below issues of 
crime, education, taxes, immi¬ 
gration, and ethics in govern¬ 
ment. That’s really what this 
sweep means.” 

It may be a sweep, but 
Republicans are by no means 
unified. For instance Colbert 
joined Republican big-wigs 
Jack Kemp and William Bennett 
in opposing California’s anti¬ 
illegal immigrant Prop. 187 - 
although Log Cabin/LA ulti¬ 
mately voted to endorse the 
measure.

Gay, Lesbian Officials: 

’95 Is Going To Be a Bumpy Ride 

And the Lessons of ’94 Are There To Be Seen 


by Mary Ann Swissler 

The men and women who 
attended this year’s conference 
of openly gay appointed and 
elected government officials 
seemed to agree that even 
though most of the 1994 homo- 
phobic ballot measures were 
defeated, the lingering financial 
effects of fighting them will 
change the way most gay and 
lesbian political organizations 
will operate next year. 

According to Dorinda Henry, 
who helped organize the tenth 
annual International Network of 
Lesbian & Gay Officials confer¬ 
ence in Seattle November 18 
through 20, organizations will 
probably keep their activities - 
and their money - focused at the 
local level in 1995. 

Henry is an assistant in the 
office of Seattle City 
Councilwoman Sherry Harris, 
the nation’s only elected official 
who is both African-American 
and openly lesbian. This year’s 
conference co-chairs were 
Harris, who will seek re-elec¬ 
tion in 1995, and Washington 
State Representative Cal 
Anderson, elected as an openly 
gay candidate in 1994. 

Harris said of the conference, 
“What we are doing is to 
address the issues of the lesbian

were discussed often at the con¬ 
ference, Henry said, reflecting 
the unease generated by the 
election of so many fanatically 
homophobic Republicans. 
Although she described the 
common attitude as “Buckle 
down, because this is not going 
to be easy; whatever we do 
have, they’re going to come take 
it away,” she also said some oth¬ 
ers were more optimistic, 
believing that most Americans 
will tire of the right’s aggressive 
campaigns against gays and the 
scapegoating will backfire. 

Success in Washington 

Henry said the conference 
gave attendees an analysis of the 
success against the religious 
right in her backyard of 
Washington state, where anti¬ 
gay initiatives failed to get on 
the ballot for lack of signatures. 
She said spreading the truth 
about the initiatives was key, 
and praised the effectiveness of 


Hands-Off Washington, a coali¬ 
tion of smaller gay and lesbian 
organizations that worked to 
“deprogram” people from the 
message that was being put out 
by the right wing. 

Also credited was the phe¬ 
nomenal fundraising effort that 
simultaneously raised $1.4 mil¬ 
lion to head off the petition 
drive before it really kicked in. 
“That broke the momentum, it 
got people up and active against 
these initiatives very early on, 
and it broke the back of the 
campaign,” said Henry. 

But, she cautioned, the right 
still won a partial victory by 
draining gay and gay-friendly 
groups of money that cannot be 
raised every year. She added 
that since the right wing is much 
better funded, conference atten¬ 
dees agreed the gay communi¬ 
ty’s resources must be carefully 
spent. 

“The whole discussion 
revolved around ‘Where best do 
we put our money?”’ she said, 
“because in the community, the 
resources are just drained; we 
can’t keep going back to the 
same people.” 

Perhaps, Henry suggested, 
the gay and lesbian community 
could bank more heavily on 
some important resources that 
have been too frequently 
ignored: human resources. She 
said conferees expressed hope 
that 1995 will see a greater par¬ 
ticipation by gays and lesbians 
of color, and added that the 
efforts in Washington would 
have failed if not for their work. 

“The success of the cam¬ 
paigns was due to several orga¬ 
nizations coming together: gay, 
straight, black, white, Asian, 
Hispanic,” she said. “It was a 
multicultural, multipurpose type 
of organization.” T 


Judge Rules Against 
Lesbian Adoption

CHICAGO - A Cook County judge ruled Monday, 
November 28 that two lesbian couples from Chicago have 
no legal standing to adopt children under Illinois law. 

Cook County Associate Circuit Judge Marian Staniec 
said Illinois state law does not allow adoption by unmarried 
couples, whether heterosexual or homosexual. 

A court-appointed guardian brought the suit, saying the 
law only permitted adoption by legally married heterosex¬ 
ual couples or lone adults. Edward J. O’Connell said the 
suit had nothing to do with the couples’ sexuality. 

“It could be two nuns or two priests and I would raise 
the same objection,” O’Connell told the Chicago Sun-Times 
prior to the ruling. “I would file it if it involved a man and 
a woman living together.” 

A court-sanctioned adoption would have resulted in 
uninterrupted medical insurance benefits from the adopting 
partner’s employer, and custodial rights if the biological 
mother dies. 

In one of the cases, a woman wanted to adopt a girl born 
to her partner through artificial insemination. In the other, 
a woman wanted to adopt her girlfriend’s two children. 

The American Civil Liberties Union said it may appeal 
the ruling. If the ACLU decides to appeal the ruling, it will 
first go to the Illinois Appellate Court and then to the state’s 
Supreme Court. T

In Her Own Words: 

Birch’s Vision of America

Elizabeth Birch, the recently- 
announced Human Rights Campaign 
Fund executive director, told the Bay Area 
Reporter she is optimistic about the 
future, buoyed by HRCF-commissioned 
exit polls conducted by respected poll¬ 
sters Mellman Lazarus Lake, Inc., and 
wants to send a “message of hope” to les¬ 
bians and gays disheartened by the 
November 8 election results. 

While she acknowledges the elections 
were a “wake-up call,” she said in a 
November 20 phone interview from 
Washington, “at the same time I believe 
that, deep in the hearts of most 
Republicans, their overall agenda isn’t 
about institutionalized discrimination.” 

In fact, she said, “Even in the midst of 
the largest Republican sweep, Americans 
still refused to institutionalize discrimina¬ 
tion,” especially in the workplace. In its 
national survey Mellman Lazarus Lake 
found that 77 percent of respondents 
opposed job discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. In addition, Birch 
says, by an even higher two-to-one mar¬ 
gin “Americans are much more concerned 
... that the extreme radical right is creep¬ 
ing its way into the households of 
America” than about the private lives of 
tax-paying gay people. “The heart of 
America is changing in the middle of a 
‘Coming Out’ revolution,” says Birch. 

‘This country abhors discrimination. 
Americans do not want gays and lesbians 
singled out and discriminated against, 
particularly in the workplace. This is 
something corporate American has been 
grappling with head-on. They’re deciding 
clearly in favor of a level playing field of 


protection and equality. It’s all about fair¬ 
ness. Two hundred and fifty of the 
Fortune 1000 have non-discrimination 
clauses - that represents half of the gross 
national product. ... It’s a slow-moving 
grassfire.” 

Birch also says that a “by-product” of 
gay and lesbian employees setting and 
achieving a clear goal of domestic part¬ 
nership benefits “industry by industry” is 
that more gay employees become active 
in the movement for equality outside their 
personal sphere and the corporate world. 

HRCF’s excellent work 

Birch says she intends to build on the 
“excellent work” already done by HRCF 
in building a “world-class lobbying 
team.” And she wants to see HRCF 
“extending its reach into the local com¬ 
munity” to help mobilize both locally 
and on the federal level. She points to the 
“strategic role” played by HRCF in help¬ 
ing defeat the two anti-gay initiatives in 
Idaho and Oregon, and in helping Virginia 
Senator Chuck Robb retain his seat over 
radical right hero Oliver North. Robb, in 
fact, thanked HRCF by name in his victo¬ 
ry speech. 

Of the potentially volatile and contro¬ 
versial School Prayer Amendment that 
incoming House Speaker Newt Gingrich 
would like to add to the Bill of Rights, 
Birch says it will “show [the radical 
right’s] true colors. It is the tip of what is 
a broader extremist agenda.” She is not 
yet clear whether HRCF will take a posi¬ 
tion or stay out of the debate. 

“HRCF was not just hovering around 
edges,” in a number of important races, 
Birch says. But now the focus needs to 
shift to organizational coalition building 


between HRCF and local groups. To this 
end, HRCF will broaden its mission. 

“Everything we do is aimed at achiev¬ 
ing legislative and electoral results at the 
federal level, unless there is a clear level¬ 
ing of attack at the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. When technical assistance and 
resources are needed, HRCF will be 
there,” she says. Emphasis will be placed 
on increasing membership, for “we need a 
critical mass to truly have an effect on a 
bill.” To achieve that, Birch says she’s 
hoping to launch a “campaign drive 
toward low-cost local access to HRCF.” 
She also wants to put a structure in place 
to identify and train “the best and the 
brightest leaders. ... We want them to 
catch fire and understand our government 
and the importance of campaigning.” 

Birch also hopes to end the unspoken 
but nonetheless present tension between 
HRCF and the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force. She is in a unique position to 
do this. As a former NGLTF board co¬ 
chair she seriously considered applying 
for that organization’s open executive 
director position. But, “I concluded after 
a lot of thought,” she said, “that I had 
made a lot of contributions to NGLTF 
over the years - it’s an organization about 
which I care very much and really look 
forward to its important work to continue 
to find the very best solution for the coun¬ 
try.” Birch says that no matter who the 
NGLTF executive director is, “I’m going 
to reach out and work with them. I’m 
enormously hopeful for a very strong and 
collaborative relationship.” 

Of her assuming the reigns at HRCF, 
Birch said, “I’m more ignited than I ever 
expected to be. Ideas are coming fast and 
furious.” V

Newt’s Past 
Indudes Pot Advocacy

Congressman Newt Gingrich 
of Georgia, the likely next 
speaker of the U. S. House of 
Representatives, is not exactly 
perceived by most progressives 
as a Tdndred spirit. After a cur¬ 
sory look at his own personal 
life, attitudes, statements, and 
voting records, it’s obvious how 
conservative he usually is. That 
makes it especially difficult to 
explain one item from his past 
that sticks out like a roach in an 
ashtray: House Resolution 
4498, which he and others intro¬ 
duced on September 16, 1981. 

The measure would have 
provided “for the therapeutic 
use of marijuana in situations 
involving life-threatening or 
sense-threatening illnesses and 
provide adequate supplies of 
marijuana for such use.” 

It must have been a popular 
notion a dozen years ago, 
because by March 3, 1982 the 
bill had scores of additional 
bipartisan sponsors, including 
the East Bay’s Ron Dellums and 
California Congressmen Pete 
Stark and William Dannemeyer. 
Yes, William Dannemeyer, of 
Orange County. 

The bill was subsequently 
referred to the Committee on 
Energy and Commerce. 

“I’m pretty sure it didn’t go 
anywhere, though,” Lee 
Halterman, press secretary to 
Congressman Dellums, told the 
B.A.R. 

Gingrich might have intro¬ 
duced the bill because his first 
wife had cancer. However, in 


tune with his personal values 
and character, he divorced her 
while she was still in the hospi¬ 
tal. Since then he has been pret¬ 
ty quiet about his feelings on the 
subject of medicinal marijuana. 

NORML Gets 
Very Normal 

Apparently Gingrich isn’t 
the only conservative who has 
entered the fray in an effort to 
decriminalize cannabis. The 
National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws has 
recently changed its image and 
is now seeking to broaden its 
appeal to conservatives. 

The NORML board held a 
special meeting September 11 
and voted to dissolve itself as 
then constituted and to appoint 
in its place Harvard Medical 
School Associate Professor 
Lester Grinspoon, M.D., City 
University of New York Medical 
School Professor John P. 
Morgan, M.D., and Federation 
of American Scientists 
Secretary Ann Druyan. 

Grinspoon, Morgan, and 
Druyan immediately began 
recruiting other distinguished 
individuals to complete the new 
board. 

Meanwhile, a tour sponsored 
by the Cannabis Action 
Network continued to make 
headlines across the country. 
Representatives of “Plant the 
Seeds of Healing: the 1994 
Medical Marijuana Tour” 
paused in Philadelphia across 
from the Liberty Bell to pro¬ 
mote the legalization of mari¬ 
juana for medical purposes. T

Call Me Bubeleh 



Impostors beware of sharp-witted hubbies.

(The following confession 
was taped in a local deli over 
double-pastrami sandwiches. 
All names have been changed to 
protect the innocent.) 

all me Bubeleh. But 

L don’t call me until after 
the holidays. Then 
we’ll get together, but 
we won’t do lunch. I’ll be too 
full. 

I fell into my current career 
by accident, one of those “if life 
hands you a lemon, make 
lemonade” turnabouts. 

Although I’ve been an HIVer for 
nearly a decade. I’m peculiar in 
that I’ve had one symptom and 
one symptom only: wasting 
syndrome. Like the characters 
in Alice in Wonderland, who 
have to run as fast as they can to 
stay in one place and twice as 
fast if they want to get any¬ 
where, I have to eat as much as 
I can just to maintain my 
weight. 

So I quit my job and invested 
my retirement benefits in a five- 
meal-a-day, calorie-packing 
regime. I was still getting into 
this new routine when my moth¬ 
er guilt-tripped me into going to 
a Thanksgiving dinner at my 
Great-Aunt Bertha’s, a formida¬ 
ble matron universally avoided 
by the rest of the clan who I 
hadn’t seen since my bar mitz- 
vah. 

It was the usual tedious fam¬ 
ily holiday dinner, but I decided 
to make the best of the fatty 
feast. On my way there I took an 
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extra-large dose of megace, a 
handful of marinols (the heavy- 
duty 5-milligram tabs), and 
smoked a large spleef of 
Humboldt county’s finest weed. 
I floated through the pre-prandi¬ 
al greetings and plowed into the 
turkey et al. with the gusto of a 
starving logger. 

Aunt Bertha was thrilled. 
She clearly took my shameless 
bingeing as some sort of tribute 
to her maternal abilities and 
culinary skill. By ancient tradi¬ 
tion, mothers prove their love by 
cooking mountains of food, and

their sons show theirs by eating 
all of it. My constantly full 
mouth excused me from the 
usual small talk (and questions 
about when I’m going to get 
married), and by the time I wad¬ 
dled out a few hours later, heav¬ 
ily laden with leftovers, I was 
Bertha’s favorite nephew. 

When I laughingly told my 
friend Oswald about it, he 
pleaded with me to stand in for 
him at a dreaded family dinner 
in Cleveland. Like most of my 
sweater-fag friends, Ozzy is a 
nouvelle cuisine foodie who 
prefers carpaccio to kreplach 
and sushi to gefilte fish. “To 
avoid Cleveland, my family and 
that dinner, at which I will be 
expected to consume a gazillion 
calories of heavy Midwestern 
food, I would gladly pay a thou¬ 
sand dollars,” he insisted. He 
wrote the check out right then 
and there. 

Sharp-witted hubbies 

So I went, and it was a 
breeze. It had been years since 
they’d seen Ozzie, and I was 
close enough to him in general 
appearance to pass off any 
changes as being the result of 
the ravages of AIDS, since they 
figured out years ago that 
Ozzie’s gay though they’re far 
too embarrassed to directly raise 
the topic. Nor was anyone bold 
enough to actually utter the “A 
word,” but you could see their 
fear of it in their eyes. Naturally, 
out of age-old family tradition, 
they dealt with that issue, too, 
by studiously avoiding it, which 
further eased my deception. 

As soon as decently possible 
(or perhaps a little earlier), I sat 
at the table and proceeded to 
stuff myself, taking occasional 
breaks to sneak out back and 
smoke another joint. A few short 
hours and 12,000 calories later, 
I was on a plane back home, 
ignoring the pathetic airline din¬ 
ner and gleefully plotting how to 
spend my easily earned grand. 

I’ve done hundreds of gigs 
since then, and it gets easier 
every time. How do I remember 
the names of these strangers? I 
don’t, anymore than you recall 
all the names of your dozens of 
nephews, nieces, cousins-twice- 
removed, in-laws’ siblings, and 
what have you. When I go to my 
own distant-family functions, I 
just fake it, listening until some¬ 
one else yells at a given rug rat 
and filing away the name in 
short-term memory. Sometimes 
I make a point of studying a 
family tree before a gig, but usu¬ 
ally I just coast along and fake it 
as best I can. 

Doesn’t anyone recognize 
the presence of an impostor at 
these supposedly intimate fami¬ 
ly gatherings? Well, many gay 
men have surprisingly little to 


do with their biological fami¬ 
lies. I avoid contact with my 
clients’ parents or siblings when 
I can, and I’ve managed to out¬ 
fox nearly everyone so far. Let’s 
face it, a lot of these elder folk 
don’t have very good vision, 
hearing, or memories. And they 
may not have seen their nephew 
or grandson for many years. 
Drastic differences are usually 
attributed to AIDS, as men¬ 
tioned above, but hardly anyone 
wants to openly raise the subject 
- the thick wall of denial shields 
me from detection. 

A couple of times a sharp- 
witted bubby has, I would 
swear, caught on to the 
switcheroo, but was so happy 
with the exchange that she went 
along with it. Occasionally a 
brother or a sister sees through 
me but more often they don’t, 
only commenting that I’m not 
nearly the insufferable creep 
they remember from childhood. 

Yards of kishke 

The hardest part, actually, is 
remembering the name of the 
dude I’m impersonating. So I 
ask any woman older than me to 
just call me “bubeleh.” I don’t 
know what it means; it’s some¬ 
thing that Old World Eastern 
European women call favored 
children, and they love being 
asked to use it. (I think it corre¬ 
sponds roughly to the Italian 
“bambino,” which I substitute 
when appropriate.) 

The secret is: keep your 
mouth full. Grunt a lot, moan 
with pleasure every time some¬ 
thing is passed to you, and when 
asked an embarrassing question, 
shake your head, pointing to 
your bulging cheeks, and ges¬ 
ture mutely for them to serve 
you more roast or turkey. The 
more you can eat of the stuff 
nobody else wants, the more 
you will earn the undying love 
of the hapless cooks who pre¬ 
pared it. If you can keep down 
things like mince pie, creamed 
peas, and pistachio whip, you’ll 
make a lot of little old ladies 
very happy. 

I specialize in Jewish cuisine, 
happily ingesting dozens of 
leaden dumplings, kilograms of 
dried-out roast, mountains of 
potatoes drenched in fatty drip¬ 
pings, and yard upon yard of 
kishke. I have easily passed at 
Sicilian family dinners, with the 
help of a little opera Italian. 
Catholic maternal guilt-tripping 
is very similar to the Jewish 
variety, and this has opened up 
the lucrative Christmas dinner 
market to me. 

My prime season runs from 
the High Holidays in the fall 
through the Easter and Passover 
dinners of the spring. I’m 
booked about a year in advance 
nowadays. Maybe there’s some¬ 
thing queers hate more than 
attending a holiday family din¬ 
ner, but I can’t imagine what it 
would be. I charge on a sliding 
scale (ask my agent for details) 
and rarely require more than an 
hour of briefing from my 
clients. I spend my summers 
doing culinary tours of Europe - 
there’s no such thing as low-fat 
Continental food - and I haven’t 
lost a pound since I started my 
new “lifestyle.” 

Usually there’s a bit of a lag 
after Thanksgiving, but 
Chanukah comes early this year 
so I’ve got some latke dinners to 
fill the gap. Are you going to 
finish that pickle? Thanks. I’ll 
see you round; happy holidays 
and bon appetit! ▼

This Tuesday, December 6, 
ACT UP/Golden Gate’s 
Committee for Direct Action 
against breast cancer will be 
sponsoring a demonstration 
against South San Francisco- 
based pharmaceutical manufac¬ 
turer Genentech. Although ACT 
UP’s very name is based on the 
words “AIDS Coalition,” for the 
last three years it has also 
worked on the nation’s number 
one health concern for lesbians, 
breast cancer. 

The affiliation began in 1991 
when Elenore Pred, the founder 
of a local breast cancer organi¬ 
zation, came to ACT UP/Golden 
Gate to learn how the organiza¬ 
tion fights AIDS. In those few 
shorts months before her death 
in October of that same year, 
Elenore watched, listened, and 
learned how to attract media, to 
pressure industry, and to mani¬ 
fest a dialogue with the govern¬ 
ment. She died a week before 
the first coalition action, which 
targeted the Japanese develop¬ 
ment of SPPG, a potential treat¬ 
ment for KS and cancer. Upon 
her death, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
inherited several women with 
breast cancer (and a couple of 
their supportive spouses) who 
attend our meeting, without fail, 
weekly. Like Elenore, these 
women are committed to direct 
action. 

The dispute with Genentech 
has come about because the 
drug company is about to com¬ 
plete Phase II clinical trials of a 
new cancer treatment, an artifi¬ 
cially produced monoclonal 
antibody called HER-2 that is 
directed against receptors on 
tumor cells. In studies of cancer 
patiefnts it was found that 
between 25 and 30 percent of 
malignancies overexpress a 
HER-2neu gene. It was also 
determined that patients who 
overexpressed the HER-2neu 
gene have a poorer prognosis, 
face a more aggressive disease 
course, and are highly unlikely 
to respond to standard 
chemotherapy. 

Despite the potentially 
invaluable information for 
women with breast (and ovari¬ 
an) cancer and their doctors, 
Genentech has dangled women 
living with breast cancer - as 


one ACT UPper put it - like so 
much bait pierced upon a rusty 
hook. 

Six months ago Gracia 
Buffleben, a women with breast 
cancer and long-standing mem¬ 
ber of ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
requested Compassionate 
Access to HER-2 antibody for 
women who are ineligible for 
existing studies, women who 
have failed standard therapies, 
and women who live in areas 
other than the designated study 
sites. Genentech study coordi¬ 
nator Tom Twadell refused to 
respond to the request. Finally, 
activists were told by the com¬ 
pany communications represen¬ 
tatives Geoff Teter and Greg 
Baird that Genentech does not 
have a Compassionate Drug 
Access policy. 

ACT UP’s position, of 
course, is that if Genentech does 
not have a CDA, it is high time 
it got one! When Buffleben pre¬ 
sented the latest chapter in a 
series of Genentech “stall ’em” 
stories, the group decided to be 
fed up, fired up, and ready to 
take action. 

In October of this year the 
company, without warning, 
ceased to accept tumors for 
analysis of HER-2 overexpres¬ 
sion, from patients whose physi¬ 
cians sought to determine opti¬ 
mal course of treatment. When 
ACT UP/Golden Gate conduct¬ 
ed a phone and fax zap of 
Genentech’s offices, members 
were told that the company did 
not know that its own Nutley, 
New Jersey lab had been tem¬ 
porarily shut down for 30 days. 

In other words: they’re con¬ 
ducting a study, they’re analyz¬ 
ing study tumors, but their lab 
has posted a 30-day “Closed for 
Lunch” sign. 

Finally, two weeks ago the 
company agreed to set up a 
meeting with activists, but 
refused to discuss compassion¬ 
ate access to the therapy. ACT 
UP was then told that 
Genentech’s manufacturing 
capacity would not be able to 
meet the demand anticipated for 
a compassionate access program 
- the oldest pharmaceutical 
excuse in the book. 
Simultaneously, the company 
said making the drug available 
on a case-by-case basis would 
jeopardize its proposed Phase 
III studies. Despite ACT UP’s 
assurances that activists would 


work on designing a program 
that would not conflict with the 
criteria for Phase III enrollment, 
Genentech still refused to 
reschedule the most recently 
canceled meeting. 

Meanwhile, even though cer¬ 
tain activists signed confiden¬ 
tiality agreements, data pack¬ 
ages they had been promised 
were never shipped. The lies, 
delays, and deceptions go on 
and on, while women’s tumors 
are bounced around in boxes 
reading “Return To Sender.” The 
months have ticked away, 
Genentech has bought the time 
it wanted, and women like ACT 
UP’s Marti Nelson no longer 
need to concern themselves with 
eligibility, overexpression, or 
compassionate access - because 
they are dead. They died wait¬ 
ing. 

Tuesday’s action is to con¬ 
vince the pharmaceutical indus¬ 
try to supply women with can¬ 
cer the treatments they need to 
extend and improve quality of 
life, and access to diagnostics 
that allow them to determine 
whether the horrors of standard 
chemotherapy are even a viable 
option. It is an expression of 
support for women for whom 
standard therapies have failed, 
and a call to allow them to 
access experimental therapies as 
“salvage therapies.” 

ACT UP’s position is that all 
people with life-threatening dis¬ 
eases need to unite; if we allow 
our sisters to be shuffled aside 
then we are sentencing our¬ 
selves to the same pre-death 
waiting room.

Russia May Soften HIV Law

MOSCOW - Russian lawmakers have 
indicated that a controversial anti-AIDS 
bill passed by Parliament’s lower house 
last month will probably not pass the 
upper house. 

Federation Council Speaker Vladimir 
Shumeiko said November 18 his col¬ 
leagues would probably reject the bill 
because “certain provisions about obliga¬ 
tory medical checks violate human rights 
and contradict international norms.” 

After State Duma legislators over¬ 
whelmingly approved the bill the week 


before, Russian and foreign health offi¬ 
cials joined AIDS activists in denouncing 
the proposal that would have given Russia 
the toughest antiAIDS policy in the world. 

Kevin Gardner, the head of a Moscow 
AIDS information and education center, 
called the bill “an obvious violation of 
human rights; the right to privacy and the 
right to free travel.” He said it would not 
succeed in its stated goal of protecting 
Russians from AIDS. 

There are little more than 1,000 regis¬ 
tered AIDS cases in Russia, but the real 
number is considered to be much higher. 

Shumeiko said the estimated cost of 


enforcing the law - 15 billion rubles ($5 
million) - would be prohibitive because 
no allowances were made for it in the 
government’s tight 1995 budget plan. 

“Members of the Federation Council 
believe it is impossible to enforce laws 
that cannot be implemented,” he said. 

The bill would have to be passed by 
the Federation Council and approved by 
President Boris Yeltsin to become a law. 

The Foreign Ministry had indicated 
that anger in Russia’s foreign community 
and criticism by the World Health 
Organization might sway Yeltsin to veto it 
even if it is passed by both houses. 


If the Federation Council does not 
pass the law, it will be referred to a con¬ 
ference committee of both houses for 
reworking. 

Bella Denisenko, head of the State 
Duma health care committee, suggested 
that lawmakers drop the required testing of 
foreign tourists and business representatives 
staying in Russia for brief periods of time. 

Mandatory testing for tourists and 
businessmen would deal a deadly blow to 
Russia’s shrinking tourist industry and 
decrease anemic foreign investment in 
the economically struggling nation, crit¬ 
ics said. T 


HIV Cases on the Rise in Singapore

SINGAPORE - The number of HIV cases in 
Singapore is on the rise, the Ministry of Health 
announced Wednesday, November 23. 

A total of 287 Singaporeans have reported they 
have contracted HIV since 1985, the ministry said. 
Among those, 80 have died, 37 now have full 
blown AIDS, and 170 are asymptomatic carriers. 
The 65 new infections that were reported during 
the first ten months of this year represent a 30 per¬ 
cent higher transmission rate than the same period 
in 1993, when 50 new cases were recorded. 

The most recent cases included 56 males and 
nine females, ranging in age from 19 years old to 
61. Almost 80 percent were below 40 years of age. 

A large proportion, 77 percent, were single. All 
of them contracted the virus through sexual trans¬ 
mission, mainly through casual sex, said the min¬ 
istry statement. HIV transmission through hetero¬ 
sexual intercourse remains the most common way 
of infection among Singaporeans. 


Among the nine women with HIV, four were 
infected by a casual acquaintance, three by their 
boyfriends, and two by their spouses. 

In its latest report, the World Health 
Organization estimates that there are 16 million 
adults and one million children infected with HIV. 

By the end of the century, WHO predicts that 
the current global total will increase to 30 million 
or 40 million people. 

In the past 12 months, three million men, 
women, and children became infected with HIV, 
said WHO. 

The global AIDS epidemic is now spreading in 
Asia faster than anywhere else in the world. 

There is an estimated cumulative total of more 
than 2.5 million HIV-positive people in Asia. The 
number is expected to increase four-fold, to ten 
million infections, by the year 2000. 

In south and southeast Asia alone, there has been 
an eight-fold increase in the number of AIDS cases, 
from 30,000 to 250,000 cases in the past year. Forty 
percent of HIV infections are among women. T

profits to AIDS service groups, 
raised more than $20,000 for 65 
AIDS non-profit agencies over the 
four-day Thanksgiving weekend. 

The figure represents a one- 
third increase over last 
Thanksgiving, according to Phil 
Siegel, a spokesman for the 
non-profit retail store. 

The store expects to raise an 
additional $100,000 in revenue 
through the Under One Roof 
Holiday Card project, a direct mail 
holiday card project underwritten 
by employees of Genentech. 

The project offers unique 
cards and gifts designed by vol¬ 
unteer artists on behalf of 22 
Northern California AIDS ser¬ 
vice and national groups, 
including the American 
Foundation For AIDS Research, 
Project Inform, The Names 
Project, and other groups. 

The cards retail at $8 per box 
of ten. 

“We’ve lowered the prices 
and made the cards bigger. 


There’s a greater selection, and 
customers get more for their 
money,” said Under One Roof 
president Daniel Goldstein. 

In the store’s first foray into 
direct mail marketing, fifty thou¬ 
sands catalogs touting the store’s 
non-card retail items have been 
mailed to customers and potential 
customers around the country. 

Featured catalog items 
include soaps, bath oils, and 
other grooming products, in 
addition to such holiday items 
as tree ornaments. 

Under One Roof is completely 
underwritten by corporate and 
individual grants and in-kind 
donations, and is staffed by volun¬ 
teers. The main donors this year 
are Chevron, Miller Brewing, The 
Gap, and Jim Hormel. 

More than $2 million has 
been raised for 65 AIDS organi¬ 
zations since the store opened as 
a six-week holiday store in 
1990. In November 1992, the 
store opened year-round. 

Under One Roof is located at 
2362 Market Street. Holiday 
hours are from 11:00 a.m. until 
8:00 p.m. daily. T

The task force makes 40 rec¬ 
ommendations in the report, in 
the areas of administrative plan¬ 
ning, fiscal planning, contracting 
for services, research, service 
delivery, primary medical care, 
housing, prevention, substance 
abuse treatment, and other needs. 

The report recommends the 
development of a permanent, 
staffed authoritative body to be 
charged with HIV strategic 
planning and oversight of HIV 
service delivery, and to guaran¬ 
tee that all HIV services are pro¬ 
vided in a manner sensitive to 
issues of culture, race, ethnicity, 
class, gender, sexual orienta¬ 
tion, immigrant status, lan¬ 
guage, and housing. 

The task force includes peo¬ 
ple with HIV, activists, and 
HIV/AIDS service providers. 
Two members, AIDS activist 
Charles Caufield and gay 
African-American leader 
Brandy Moore, died before the 
report was completed. 

The report calls attention to 
the need for a new response to 
AIDS in order to effectively 
serve people infected and affect¬ 
ed by HIV. 


“The San Francisco Model’ 
for HIV service delivery must 
be able to evolve and adapt to 
the continually changing epi¬ 
demic,” the report states. 
“Toward that end, the communi¬ 
ty-wide impact of ever-increas¬ 
ing numbers of people living 
longer with HIV/AIDS warrants 
immediate attention. This 
model requires specific services 
for specific populations, 
planned and provided by those 
who are members of those pop¬ 
ulations - along with a unique 
vision of comprehensive, coor¬ 
dinated, coherent care.” 

According to the report, the 
overwhelming majority of people 
with HIV in San Francisco are 
gay and bisexual men of all col¬ 
ors, and accessibility of services 
for this population is critical. 

Service delivery must be 
reorganized to provide effective 
care to all people with HIV, 
according to the task force, but 
streamlining should mean 
increased collaboration between 
agencies, rather than their elim¬ 
ination. ▼

The San Francisco Department of Public Health’s AIDS Office has developed the 
Centralized Housing Information and Placement Services (CHIPS) system to coordinate 
a single entry point and waiting list for placements into federally funded HIV/AIDS hous¬ 
ing programs in San Francisco. Housing programs will utilize the CHIPS system for refer¬ 
rals, placements, and waiting list management. 

Eligibility for CHIPS Initial Enrollment: 

1) Qualify as “low income” as defined by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 

2) Have a diagnosis of a) HIV POSITIVE, b) disabling HIV or c) AIDS. 

Applicants who receive referrals for placements through the CHIPS system for HIV/AIDS 
housing must also meet the specific program and/or occupancy requirements of the hous¬ 
ing provider.

‘Hollywood Lesbians’—Coy and Closeted 


Hollywood Lesbians 
by Boze Hadleigh; Barricade 
Books, $21.95

oze Hadleigh, the prolific author of the 
recently published Hollywood Babble On is 
already back with another book, a lesbian 
companion to his 1986 Conversations With 
My Elders. 

iipill In Conversations he badgered, 
“ If sweet-talked and otherwise cajoled 
■9 a few revelations out of closeted 
and quasi-closeted gay male direc¬ 
tors and stars including George Cukor, Sal 
Mineo and Rock Hudson. Hollywood 
Lesbians finds him in conversation with 
icons Dorothy Arzner and Nancy Kulp, 
along with Agnes Moorehead, Barbara 
Stanwyck, Edith Head and five others. The 
interviews took place over the past two 
decades, with the proviso that none would be 
published until after the women’s deaths. 

Amazingly, most of them still declined to 
come out, from the defiant, then-92-year-old 
Judith Anderson {Rebecca), who says she 
doesn’t owe it to anyone to do so, to Beverly 
Hillbillies star Nancy Kulp, who prefers 
both to pose the question and respond to it 
on her own terms. 

Kulp tells Hadleigh, “Here’s how I would 
ask it: Do you find opposites attract? My 
reply would be that I’m the other sort -1 find 
birds of a feather flock together. ... As long 
as you reproduce my reply word for word, 
and the question, you may use it.” 

Ma Kettle 
liked ’em butch 

Capucine {The Pink Panther, Walk on the 
Wild Side), Maijorie Main (Ma Kettle), and 
comedian Patsy Kelly (by the ’70s a sup¬ 
porting player in Disney films) are the most 
forthcoming. Capucine comes off as a 
European sophisticate who couldn’t be both¬ 
ered with Hollywood hypocrisy. Main is a 
riot, declaring that even in 1954 she couldn’t 
miss the lesbian overtones to Johnny Guitar. 
“You can’t help it, when the two gals [Joan 
Crawford and Mercedes McCambridge] are 
so demed butch!” 

Kelly not only blurts out, “I’m a dyke,” 
but says Jean Arthur and Mary Martin were 
in the clan, too. After a few drinks, Kelly 
graphically describes her sometimes-lover 
Tallulah Bankhead’s yen for “pubic mas¬ 
sages” and constant need of companionship. 

Main and Kelly both inform Hadleigh 
that people of their generation didn’t talk 
that much about sex, which may in part 
explain his interviewees’ reticence. Being 
career women, many of them - particularly 
Arzner and Head - also might have been 
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focused more on getting ahead in a tough, 
male-oriented world than in advertising their 
sexuality. 

Back to the bedroom 

Not that Hadleigh always acknowledges 
this. He keeps working the conversation 
back to the bedroom - a ploy that in this case 
isn’t entirely 
inappropriate. 
Many others 
have talked to 
Arzner, 
Stanwyck and 
Head about 
their careers, 
and Hadleigh 
does appear to 
have been 
clear about his 
line of inquiry. 
Had any of the 
women come 
out, even 
posthumously, 
it would have 
conn neaa constituted 

- important doc¬ 
umentation of 
the lesbian presence in Hollywood. Some 
might have even made fine role models for 
the younger generation. 

Agnes Moorehead, who endures several 
witless hints about Debbie Reynolds, with 
whom she was rumored to have had a rela¬ 
tionship, ends 
up offering a 
far more 
coherent rea¬ 
son for staying 
in the closet 
than Hadleigh 
offers for 
coming out. 
Asked if the 
truth could 
hurt her pro¬ 
fessionally in 
the twilight of 
her career (in 
1973, a year 
before her 
death), she 
says, 
“Probably not. 
But I don’t 

want anyone misinterpreting what was beau¬ 
tiful and even spiritual.” Given our culture’s 
tabloid approach to celebrity sexuality, it’s 
hard to argue with her. 

The women’s insights into the cinema are 
more compelling than the gossip, as with 
Dorothy Arzner’s perspective on the censori¬ 
ous Hollywood Code: “When ... I speak with

film students and scholars, they point out its 
shortcomings. Correctly. But most forget or 
don’t realize that the Code at least forced 
women on screen to do. ... If women could¬ 
n’t be depicted as erotic or use their charms 
to make a living, they had to get jobs and 
become career girls.” 

At times like this, a reader may forgive 
Hadleigh his bumbling ways, though missed 
opportunities offset his accomplishments. 

Mrs. Danvers speaks 

Judith Anderson parries with him about 
the lesbian overtones to her character Mrs. 
Danvers in Rebecca, which he accepts as 
gospel, as do those who have developed a 
near cottage industry in sapphic interpreta¬ 
tion of the role. 

Anderson finds the whole notion poppy¬ 
cock, but maintains that Laurence Olivier’s 
character was gay because “it’s clear that in 
the movie he didn’t love Rebecca because 
she was beautiful and sensuous.” As for her 
character, “I feel that Mrs. Danvers was 
spiteful and sexless. A frank sadist. She 
couldn’t stand poor, phony little Joan 
Fontaine, and I don’t blame her.” (Nice to 
see she still identified with the part after 50 
years.) 

Hadleigh doesn’t press Anderson more. 
She wouldn’t be the first actor to have 
missed a role’s gay aspect - Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr. recently was astounded when a 
colleague suggested there was a homosexu¬ 
al vibe between the gangsters he and 
Edward G. Robinson played in Little 
Caesar. Mrs. Danvers’ sexlessness easily 
could have been a mask for lesbianism. At 
the very least, Hadleigh might have asked 
Anderson to reflect on the film’s one con¬ 
crete sexual reference, Mrs. Danvers’ ador¬ 
ing fondling of Rebecca’s undergarments. 
Unfortunately, for once the author goes easy 
on his prey. 

When he interviewed Marjorie Main in 
1974 Hadleigh was 20, which probably 
disarmed her. “If you was older, some of 
these questions might be insulting, ya 
know,” she tells him at one point. By the 
time he catches up with Barbara Stanwyck 
in 1987, the great star cuts him less slack. 
When he shows her a list of bisexual 
actresses with her name at the top and fol¬ 
lows this up with impertinent questions 
about her marriage to Robert Taylor, she 
shows him the door. It’s a messy inter¬ 
change, and one can’t help but feel sympa¬ 
thy for Stanwyck, then 80. 

Hadleigh deserves some credit for track¬ 
ing down these women while they were still 
alive and theoretically able to shed light on 
lesbian life in filmdom. It’s just a pity he 
wasn’t a tad more clever once he sat down to 
chat with them. T

hopping in Noe Valley 
is like visiting your 
gay-friendly cousin 
who has two kids. 
We’re kindred spirits in many 
ways and can bring the benefits 
of both cultures to each other. 
They can stop in the Castro for 
the more avant-garde gift, while 
we can browse Noe Valley for 
certain unusual items that we 
don’t have to travel downtown 
to buy. 

With its many old and beauti¬ 
ful Victorians, diverse shops and 
eateries, Noe Valley’s 24th 
Street is comparable to the 
Castro. It’s a wonderful neigh¬ 
bor to have, one that we don’t 
visit often enough, even though 
it’s just over the hill. For those 
of us who would rather not exer¬ 
cise to that extent and save our 
energy for actual shopping, we 
can just hop on the 24 
Divisadero bus and get there in a 
flash. 

Just For Fun 

Being the good Santa’s 
helpers that we are, we checked 
out 24th Street from top to bot¬ 
tom. Of all the shops we visited, 
the one that captures the 
Christmas spirit best is called, 
appropriately. Just For Fun 
(3982 24th St.). For ornaments 
of every type, shape and size; 


for toys, books, candles, calen¬ 
dars, puzzles and custom-print¬ 
ed holiday cards and announce¬ 
ments, this is the place to go. 
Just For Fun has gay rainbow- 
colored candles ($14.95); ani¬ 
mal coffee cups ($7.95); feath¬ 
ered pink flamingo tree orna¬ 
ments ($2.95); and large, extra¬ 
ordinarily beautiful angels of 
every description to grace your 
Christmas tree ($14.95-$28.95). 
There’s even a sign for a para¬ 
noid French cat lover - 
“Attention - Chat Lunatique" 
($11.95). 

We were pleasantly surprised 
to find a varied selection of 
AIDS-related items for sale 
here. For instance, there’s an 
AIDS ribbon tree ornament 
($11.95) and a wide variety of 
rubber stamps, some carrying 
such familiar phrases as 
“Silence Equals Death” and 
“Gay Money.” A handsome 
AIDS bracelet can be purchased 
silver-plated ($20), or in sterling 
silver ($70). If you really feel 
like spending some bucks, you 
can order one in solid gold for 
$500. One hundred percent of 
the proceeds from sales of the 
AIDS bracelet benefit AIDS 
research, care services for 
PWAs, and HIV education. 

For the feel of Europe, don’t 
miss the 24th Street Cheese 
Co. (3893 24th St.), which has 
been in the same place for 20

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years. The blackboard here lists 
cheeses under almost every let¬ 
ter in the alphabet, and their 
selection of gourmet groceries 
and wines (they carry an “awe¬ 
some” Sauvignon Blanc) are not 
to be missed. Manager Charles 
Kung describes the Cheese Co. 
as a traditional European cheese 
store that really shines during 
the holiday season. Gift certifi¬ 
cates are available, and made- 
to-order baskets can be ordered, 
gift-wrapped and delivered 
within San Francisco or sent 
anywhere in the country for 
$20-$60. 

Stepping into Star Magic 
(4026 24th St.) is a spacey expe¬ 
rience, enlivened by Rik 
Sanjour, who has worked there 
since 1980. He tells us, “I’m an 
old, moldering fixture of this 
fabulous cosmic toy store for 
children of every age.” There are 
gifts of science and spirit: won¬ 
drous kaleidoscopes ($4-100); 
optical illusion disks (with vari¬ 
ous inserts) that spin to create 
beautiful patterns ($6.95); 
globes on which to plot your 
course on planet earth ($35); 
and telescopes to see the heav¬ 
ens ($185-$495). Here you will 
find mood rings; hanging crys¬ 
tals; gemstones of all types; 
toys; books; and fairy and angel 
messages, which make great 
stocking stuffers. Zodiac pen¬ 
dants are available in gemstone 
($15) and pewter ($18). 

Fudge and leather orgy 

Our next stop was down the 
stairs to Chocolate Covered 
Sweets and Gifts (3961-1/2 
24th St.), just below busy 
Aquarius Records (you can’t 
miss it - there’s a little blue 
windmill in front). Here, you 
can get anything from a $2 gift 
bag to a $24 wine-bottle shaped 
slab of French chocolate stuffed 
with double-dipped almonds. If 
that’s not to your liking, try a 
Truffle Tree ($30), or a solid 
chocolate moon box filled with 
chocolate stars with truffle or 
caramel centers ($22). Owner 
Jack Epstein, who has lived in 
the neighborhood for 12 years, 
owns another store on the block 
called Oceanfront Walkers. His 
Chocolate Covered has been 


open since June and he’s look¬ 
ing forward to a great holiday 
season. 

“It’s our duty to research the 
chocolate market and bring back 
only the finest things to Noe 
Valley,” Jack says. Among the 
finest, we spied Jim Terry’s 
Hollywood Fudge from LA. Jim 
was obviously in the movie 
business, for what else would 
inspire someone to create lus¬ 
cious chocolate-covered fudge 
bars ($10) with names like A 
Street Fudge Called Desire 
(with Grand Marnier flavoring); 
Fudgette Goes Hawaii (with 
Macadamia Nuts); Sunset 
Boulevard Fudge; Love With A 
Proper Fudge; and A Fudge Is 
Born. 

Orpheus Leather Goods 

(3845 24th St.) is a specialty 
leather shop that carries brief¬ 
cases, backpacks, handbags, 
belts, wallets and all manner of 
elegant accouterments for busi¬ 
ness or pleasure. Owner Melody 
Wendt has been there for five 
years; her husband Wayne 
designed the eclectic shop. Here 
we saw leather and sheepskin 
booties for babies and adults 
($31-$43); hand-painted silk 
ties which can be personally 
designed with an artist’s inter¬ 
pretation ($60-$75); and one-of- 
a-kind Bucky Travel Pillows in 
primary colors, for the acciden¬ 
tal tourist in all of us ($22.50). 

Women don’t have the easi¬ 
est time shopping in the Castro, 


but Noe Valley has the handle on 
low-priced jewelry of every type 
and shape at Rose Quartz 
(3900 24th St.). Their space is 
open to the public in more ways 
than one - it’s part of an old 
garage facing the street - but the 
things for sale there are any¬ 
thing but antiquated. Here, one 
finds jewelry made by artisans 
from throughout the world - 
Peru, Mexico, Kenya, Nepal, 
Turkey, India, Thailand. On sale 
here are sterling silver earrings 
with mother-of-pearl and 
hematite stone ($15); titanium 
earrings ($17); and sterling sil¬ 
ver hair clips with semi-pre¬ 
cious stones ($12-$30). 

Panetti’s Gifts (3927 24th 
St.) is just what one might 
expect - a place filled with 
imaginative gift items that you 
won’t find everywhere. 
Menorah candle holders are 
available in brass, gold plate and 
silver ($20-$ 120); ruby slipper 
earrings covered in red glitter 
($33); and our favorite, kits con¬ 
taining 400 magnetized words 
for your refrigerator, file cabinet 
or just about anywhere else 
($20). 

Of course, we’ve just 
scratched the surface of Noe 
Valley’s 24th Street. Your own 
expedition is likely to turn up 
even more festive and spectacu¬ 
lar merchandise. Wherever you 
find that something for that spe¬ 
cial person this holiday season, 
have fun doing it! T

Lypsinka’s Global Warming 

Silent Scream

itty, pretty, and gay, 
mm Lypsinka slinks across 
||gf | the stage in a halter-top 

brocade gown that 
recalls Jacques Fath fashion layouts 
from ’50s Paris. And although 
Lypsinka’s new red wig gives her an 
unfortunate resemblance to Kathy 
Lee Gifford, the inspired lunacy of 
this performer is light-years ahead 
of Giffordesque pabulum. With 
Lypsinka! As I Lay Lip-Synching, 
John Epperson puts a spit-shine on 
his alter ego with an act that is just 
about flawless. I found myself won¬ 
dering, as I often have with Ivana 
Trump, how does she do it? 

This current incarnation features 
Lypsinka-as-diva belting out a num¬ 
ber of showstoppers, then descend¬ 
ing into madness before emerging 
triumphant. The opening number, 
“Once in a Lifetime,” is followed by 
“Looking for Love” and a few 
moments of Ethel Merman present¬ 
ing her disco version of “No 
Business Like Show Business.” A 
kaleidoscope of borrowed material 
then pours forth from television, 
film, and recording sources chosen 
and assembled by Epperson with the 
expert assistance of technical direc¬ 


tor Dana Peter Porras. It requires 
split-second timing to put across this 
montage, and Kevin Maloney’s 
direction keeps Lypsinka believably 
on the brink of breakdown for the 
last half of the show. The expert ren¬ 
dering of a very boozy “Twelve 
Days of Christmas” is, by itself, 
worth the price of admission. But 
it’s Epperson who deserves the cred¬ 
it, not only for his delivery and stage 
presence, but for the startling origi¬ 
nality of his creation. 

There is nothing John Epperson 
does on stage that hasn’t been done 
many times before by drag perform¬ 
ers. But until Lypsinka, no one had 
created a unique stage personality 
that could borrow from any source 
while still maintaining a definitive 
stage persona that dominated, and 
even transcended, the material being 
presented. When Lypsinka answers 
those ringing telephones, it doesn’t 
matter whose voice is on the line - 
it’s Lypsinka doing the talking. 

Epperson has perfected the equi¬ 
librium in this current production, 
cutting down on Lypsinka’s telephone 
time and ending the show at the per¬ 
fect moment, before the illusion 
begins to wear thin. Much of the joy 
for a gay audience comes from recog¬ 
nizing and recalling the sources of 


Epperson’s material, and trivia 
junkies will have a field day with As I 
Lay Lip-Synching. Listen for Lauren 
Bacall from Applause, Liz Taylor 
from both Butterfield 8 and Suddenly 
Last Summer, Susan Hayward in Back 
Street, Faye Dunaway in Mommie 
Dearest, and a very large, very 
obscure chunk of Diahann Carroll at 
the Persian Room. And if those hys¬ 
terical violin riffs foreshadowing 
Lypsinka’s breakdown sound familiar 
- think Psycho. 

With forays into international 
modeling and the world of television 
and film, Epperson is shrewdly 
moving his Lypsinka into a larger 
forum. It’s only a matter of time 
before Lypsinka puts all those silent 
screams behind her and finds a voice 
of her own. In the interim, 
Epperson’s boisterously mute cre¬ 
ation is a joy to behold on the tiny 
stage at Josie’s. Take your boyfriend 
or girlfriend - your mother, father, 
cousin, or aunt. It’s hard to imagine 
anyone who wouldn’t enjoy and 
appreciate this amazing act. ▼

Glenn Close Makes ‘Sunset Boulevard’ 


Broadway Behemoth

n a New York Times review 
^ of Andrew Lloyd Webber’s 
Sunset Boulevard, starring 
Glenn Close and a cast of 
forgettables, the reviewer, who 
shall go unnamed so as to spare 
him embarrassment, rhap¬ 
sodizes, “It’s here and it’s a 
stunner.. .Sunset Boulevard is 
something more than a bizarre 
Broadway spectacle scored with 
some of Mr. Lloyd Webber’s 
loveliest melodies and designed 
with an extravagance of mind 
more usually evident at a theme 
park.” Exactly what that more is 
we never learn, but in the para¬ 
graphs that follow, the reviewer 
evokes everything from F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s Last Tycoon to 
Gene Kelly’s “Singing in the 
Rain” to Lucia di Lammermoor 
in an attempt to describe his 
sublime experience in the the¬ 
ater. 

Yet buried near the end of 
this long piece our critic 
observes: “The show just seems 
to stop when Norma is offstage. 
It’s a beached whale. It’s as if 
everybody has lost their sens¬ 
es...The subplot...is scored with 
relentlessly monotonous recita¬ 
tive and a third-rate song, staged 
in a faux-naif style not seen on 
Broadway in possibly 40 years.” 

He should have stopped 
there. The only worthwhile 
thing about Sunset Boulevard 


the night I attended was the 
audience, which was peppered 
with young males attired in 
tight-fitting T-shirts or the kind 
of see-through lacy things that 
one ogles in International Male 
catalogs. Thank heaven for 
them. They made waiting for a 
urinal during intermission thor¬ 
oughly amusing. 

Musically mediocre 

As for the show, Sunset 
Boulevard is not yet finished, 
unless you consider seven 
reprises in the second act a 
completed product. It seems 
that Mr. Webber was too busy 
firing stars and working the 
publicity machine to write 
meaningful songs for this show. 
With the exception of the two 
recorded by Streisand (“With 
One Look” and “As If We 
Never Said Goodbye”), both of 
which were overproduced on 
her CD, the songs are not only 
tuneless, they’re positively 
grating. The ensemble tunes, 
which have the cast’s 
Hollywood screenwriters, star¬ 
lets and movie crews trilling 
about their woes and ambitions, 
are particularly abominable. 

As for the leads, Alan 
Campbell as Joe Gillis, the out- 
of-work screenwriter who winds 
up a dead gigolo, is totally col¬ 
orless, bland as the day is long. 
One can’t fathom why Webber 
replaced the more robust Kevin 


Anderson of the London pro¬ 
duction with this mediocrity. 

George Hearn is Max Von 
Mayerling, the butler and 
Norma Desmond’s former hus¬ 
band and director. Brilliant in 
Sweeney Todd and pas mal as 
Albin in La Cage aux Folles, 
Hearn, in Sunset, talks in a 
deeeeeep baritone, but when he 
sings his voices rises in octaves, 
throwing his characterization 
awry. 

Miss Glenn Close, though, as 
the silent film actress who can’t 
break away from her past, is 
often terrific. You can actually 
feel her desolation, the depths of 
her despair, as reality is forced 
upon her dream world. Yet, I 
know very few female imper¬ 
sonators who couldn’t have 
given a similar performance. 
Charles Busch, Charles Pierce, 
and especially the late Charles 
Ludlam, all would shine in this 
role. 

Bobbing warts 

As for the choreography, 
there is none. The set is mar¬ 
velously overdone, but you can’t 
do anything with it, except move 
up and down its steps. Best of 
all are the microphones attached 
to the actors’ foreheads. They 
look like little bobbing warts. 
The one on Alice Ripley, Joe 
Gillis’ love interest, was espe¬ 
cially becoming. Close’s mike is 
tastefully done. When she turns

around, you can see the wire 
worming its way into her hair. 
And when she bends over, you 
can see the outline of the box on 
her dress, right above her ass, 
sort of like a spinal colostomy 
bag. 

After seeing the revival of 
Damn Yankees yesterday, I real¬ 
ized what Sunset Boulevard is 
missing. Great songs, dancing, 


colorful sets and actors who are 
right for their parts. The only 
thing this Sunset Boulevard 
seethes with is hype. ▼

F irst, who saw RuPaul’s impersonation of Scarlett 
O’Hara on Comedy Central? “As God is my wit¬ 
ness” Ru says in a goofy promo for the cable net¬ 
work. Well, you know the rest of that line. 


Queer characters and storylines are becoming so com¬ 
mon on TV these days that even New York Times TV critic 
John O’Connor wrote last week 
about a “heightened gay presence” 
on the tube. O’Connor mentioned 
several shows that boast positive 
gay storylines (all of which have 
been mentioned in these pages 
many times) including Roseanne, 
My So-Called Life and Friends. 

In fact, gay/lesbian content on the 
tube is so prevalent today that even 
O’Connor was unable to list all of 
the programs that have begun 
experimenting with the love that 
dare not speak its name. For 
Doug Savant instance, last week Grace Under 

_ Fire (ABC, Tuesdays, 9:30 p.m.) 

introduced a queenie hairdresser 
named DeForrest Kelly (no relation to Star Trek’s Dr. 
McCoy), who’s a cousin of Grace’s (Brett Butler) red-neck 
ex-husband, Jimmy. 

Kelly’s unabashed effeminacy is a welcome change 
from the often muted - if not butch - performances that are 
so frequently turned in by actors 
playing gays on TV today. And the 
show’s running joke here is that 
despite Kelly’s swishy behavior, 
the family matriarch (Grace’s ex 
mother-in-law) refuses to believe 
he’s gay. “He’s just shy,” she says. 
“Have you ever been tested for 
glaucoma?” Kelly asks her to big 
laughs. 


Gay themes are also cropping up in 
another Southern-based sitcom. 
Hearts Afire (CBS, Saturdays, 8:30 
RuPaul p.m.), which stars John Ritter and 

- Markie Post as John and Georgie 

Hartman, a husband-and-wife who own a small-town 
newspaper. In a recent episode, the Hartmans’ housemate 
and business partner, Billy Bob Davis (Billy Bob 
Thornton) invites an old friend down to their home for a 
weekend visit. Georgie knows that Billy Bob’s friend is 
gay, but Billy Bob refuses to believe it. “I spent the day 
with him,” says Billy Bob, “and I can vouch for the fact 
that Jeff can belch, spit and swear as good as any man.” 
The show’s most bizarre line is when Georgie fires back, 
“Yeah, well, so can k.d. lang. What does that prove?” (Isn’t 
it odd how such good-natured logic can debunk Billy Bob’s 
stereotypes about gay men at the same time it reinforces a 
framework in which all lesbians can spit, belch and 
swear?) 


Even the season’s biggest hit, ER (NBC, Thursdays, 10- 
11 p.m.) has gotten in on the act. In a recent episode, med¬ 
ical attendants wheel into their ward what appears to be a 
black woman injured in a car crash. When the two doctors 
discover she’s a man, they’re taken aback. Their attitudes 
suddenly change. It’s an abrupt about-face for which the 
car-crash victim is all-too familiar. “Maybe I am disgust¬ 
ing,” says the character in despair. At the end of the pro¬ 
gram, the unhappy transvestite jumps to his death off the 
hospital roof. This is a rather archaic portrayal of queer 
angst, one that just goes to show how every time gays and 
lesbians take a step forward on TV the networks have us 
take two steps back. T

Finley

ow puppets of herself looming like a triple moon 
goddess back-up group, Finley started to shake, 
rattle and roll into the mike. Her body barely 
moved as her voice went through several registers 
and lots of vibrato, like Janis Joplin expressing 
herself without screaming, or Isadora Duncan 
dancing with her voice. Only the mood wasn’t 
quite so hopeful. 

Descended from Walt Whitman and Gertrude 
Stein, Finley-the-writer used Great Plains expan¬ 
siveness and shameless repetition to access new 
levels of feeling consciousness. Very down-home 
in her use of the heart-rending refrain, “How can 
the world be so cruel?”, Finley’s level of deep and 
abiding pain had a huge, timeless quality. Invoking 
the Virgin Mary, Cleopatra, Joan of Arc, Josephine 
Baker, Eve and Aunt Mandy, she was alone 
onstage with ghosts, but she wasn’t doing mono¬ 
logues. Calling and responding, she intoned lita¬ 
nies, dirges, and prophecies - “Whether these male 
control freaks like it or not, we’re going to femi¬ 
nize this planet!” - with plenty of gallows humor. 
A Greek tragedy for one voice, she was Cassandra, 
the chorus and the oracle, naming the terrible 
truths, so obvious and so hidden, behind the cur¬ 
rent plague on our houses. 

What did she do that was new? Nothing. Death 
isn’t new, AIDS is getting old, and misogyny, 
racism and homophobia have been with us for a 
long, long time. These were Finley’s subjects. 
Denial wasn’t about innovation, but about depth. 
About bringing out into the open, about paying 
attention to, about dealing with. And there was at 
least one member of the hip-looking audience who 
couldn’t take it. Starting way up in the risers, she 
clumped her well-heeled way down to stage level 
and out. Had Finley paid her to impersonate the 
spirit of walking denial? Her noisy exit indicated a 
certain level of discomfort with what seemed like 
ancient truths. 

Impending doom 

For a performance artist with a reputation, 
Finley was a model of elegant self-discipline. Two 
years on the road could not stale her delivery. She’s 


apparently used the time to strengthen and hone 
the piece, commissioned in 1992 by Lincoln 
Center. Besides the microphone, her props were a 
music stand, some heels, a pair of gloves, a blue 
turban, a rectangle of light in which she lay as if on 
an analyst’s couch, and slides of her paintings 
which she sometimes stepped into the light of: 
placing the word PAIN on her chest, or the sacred 
heart of Mary on her pudendum. A small rocking 
horse and its detached head accompanied her 
lamentation on the suicide of Ethyl Eichelberger. 
At the very end of the show, dressed in a white 
satin ball gown, she rocked her way slowly across 
stage with a body-size bundle of black cloth in her 
arms. 

Other than that, she was all voice. Not so much 
speaking as singing, not so much singing as keen¬ 
ing: rhythmically recounting the life and character 
of the dead and exhorting to vengeance. “He 
couldn’t kill Helms, but he could kill himself,” she 
said of Eichelberger. “He wasn’t going to die like 
Rock Hudson; he was going to live like Sylvia 
Plath.” Beyond anger and outrage, Finley was giv¬ 
ing voice to sorrow, she was being sorrowful. She 
was inhabiting the daily sense of horror some peo¬ 
ple in this country deny by creating scapegoats. 
Acknowledging the “despair in our society,” our 
culture, our country, she took it on: “I am this cul¬ 
ture,” this society, this sickness, and confessed, “I 
feel nothing but impending doom.” 

There was one ray of hope, in the story of Aunt 
Enid, who made a “suffering quilt” in homage to 
people who suffered unnecessarily. Enid sent the 
quilt to Devoted Heart, who died with it on her lap, 
on “Wednesday at 3:30 in Spring.” Birds came and 
undid the quilt, so they could make their nests of 
silk and wool threads. The moral of that story, like 
a fortune cookie phrase, was clutched in Devoted’s 
hand: “Small gestures that make the world better.” 
Finley’s doing her part. ▼

John Fisher’s ‘The Joy of Gay Sex’ 

Rhino’s Gay ‘Manhattan’

lthough graduate the¬ 
atre student John 
I Fisher was unable to 
* direct Carrie, the 
Musical, his first choice, during 
U.C. Berkeley’s summer session 
earlier this year, he did manage 
to concoct his own musical 
spectacle based on a more 
famous tragic heroine. Medea, 
the Musical , which played last 
August at U.C. Berkeley’s 
Durham Studio Theatre, was 
such a hit that people were 
turned away at the door. This is 
not unusual for a John Fisher 
production. Fisher, a 30-year- 
old Ph.D. candidate, has been 
filling all of U.C. Berkeley’s 
theaters with similar homespun 
productions for the past three 
years - seven shows in all, each 
more successful than the last. 

Finally, Fisher is bringing his 
particular gay sensibility to San 
Francisco. His play, The Joy of 
Gay Sex opens for a month-long 
run in Theatre Rhinoceros’ stu¬ 
dio beginning Dec. 1. And while 
this is not the first time Fisher 
has done theater in San 
Francisco, it is the first time he’s 
played both writer/director this 
side of the Bay Bridge. In a 
recent interview, Fisher 
explained that his skill in both 
capacities comes from teaching 
drama to kids at summer camp. 

“I had such mixed classes of 
kids that there was no way to 
find plays with parts for all of 
them,” Fisher explained. “So I 


ended up writing plays that suit¬ 
ed particular performers. I used 
their talents as singers and 
actors. Someone even barked 
like a dog, so I wrote a version 
of Cinderella where she has a 
brother who thinks he’s a dog.” 

Building on his teaching expe¬ 
rience, Fisher applies similar 
techniques in his current plays. 
For instance, he’s done a lot of 
work with one undergraduate 
drama student named Paul Tena. 
“I asked him if he had ever done 
drag. He never had, so I put him 
in a dress and he was a terrific 
Cole Porter singing Clytemnestra 
in Oresteia, the Musical. 

“Gay aesthetics,” Fisher 
explained, “camp and drag, have 
always been the most fascinat¬ 
ing aspects in the theater to me. 
But I guess what I had always 
missed in camp and drag shows 
and musical comedy were overt¬ 
ly gay characters.” 

To fill this hole, Fisher start¬ 
ed concocting plays with gay 
characters, like Napoleon: the 
Camp-Drag-Disco-Extra¬ 
vaganza, which ran earlier this 
year in Berkeley. In Napoleon , 
Fisher wrote the infamous his¬ 
toric military character as a 
bisexual, and Josephine (Tena 
again) as a man in drag. “Who 
cares that Napoleon was sup¬ 
posed to be straight,” Fisher 
opined. “He belongs to all of us, 
straight and gay. He is what we 
make of him. He’s there for us 
to manipulate. That’s why he’s 
been there so long.” 

Despite the sometimes con¬

troversial subject matter of his 
works, Fisher’s plays have been 
successful, playing to consis¬ 
tently packed houses. 


Considering the popularity of 
his shows, it seemed only natural 
that Fisher’s next theatrical step 
would be in the direction of San 
Francisco. “The actors I work 
with wanted to do a play in San 
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Francisco,” Fisher explained. 
“And I told them if they set it up, 
I’d love to do it. They chose The 
Joy of Gay Sex, found a produc¬ 
er, and here we are.” 

Fisher explains that The Joy of 
Gay Sex is “like a gay Manhattan 
set in San Francisco. A play about 
two gay people that in a way cel¬ 
ebrates the city in which they 
live. It’s a gay love story in spite 
of itself,” he said. “A non-roman¬ 
tic falls in love with an innocent, 
and at the same time there’s a les¬ 
bian story unwinding.” 

Paul (Paul Tena), is a gay 
man struggling in the academic 
world, which is supposed to be 
open-minded, but isn’t. He 
wants to write a book about a 
gay Jesus, but the powers that be 
won’t let him. While helping his 
friend Kegan (Kegan Stedwell) 
get better acquainted with Elsa 
(Elsa Wolthausen), he meets and 
falls in love with Gabriel 
(Gabriel Macen). 

The roles in the play were 
created with specific actors in 
mind, Fisher explained. Along 
with Tena, the other three princi¬ 
ples have performed in most of 
Fisher’s plays at U.C. Berkeley, 
and so has the rest of the cast. 


On the subject of gay the¬ 
ater, Fisher is candid: “Gay the¬ 
ater that doesn’t have gay char¬ 
acters has always driven me 
crazy,” he said. “And while I 
understand it in Tennessee 
Williams - who did write more 
overtly gay characters in his 
later plays - I don’t understand 
it now. Everything I write is 
gay-themed. I see the world 
through a lavender prism. Also, 
it’s creating the world as a space 
for gay and lesbian people. It’s 
already a space for straight peo¬ 
ple. I’m sort of wedging us in 
there somewhere.” 

Fisher has his fingers crossed 
about this move from Berkeley to 
San Francisco. “I’m thrilled,” he 
concludes. “It’s nice to have one 
of my plays have a life beyond 
four performances in Berkeley. I 
feel like I’m breaking out into 
the wide open air. I feel like 
somebody from the Midwest 
who’s just arrived in the Castro, 
like a kid in a candy store. ▼

‘Home’: Simple Pleasures 

ith both parts of Angels in America igniting the theatrical 
season over at the Marines Memorial, A.C.T. is finishing 
the third play of the season at the Stage Door Theatre. 
David Storey’s 1970 hit. Home, is as plain and simple as 
Angels is complex and overwrought. What the two productions have 
in common, however, is a powerhouse cast delivering outstanding 
performances. Though the play takes much too long to get going, 
once it does, the rewards are subtle but satisfying. 

Set in an unnamed mental institution in the British countryside. 
Home follows the exploits of four elderly patients and their thwarted 
- by circumstances and their own faculties - efforts to communicate. 
There is no plot to speak of, but the four stars, A.C.T. veterans 
William Paterson, Raye Birk, Joy Carlin and Ruth Kobart, deliver 
such sustaining performances so as to render any plot a hindrance. 
Directed by A.C.T.’s artistic director Carey Perloff, the play is 
unadorned and unaffected. Dawn Swiderski’s box set indicates a blur 
of countryside, and a flag pole and patio furniture are the only props. 
Not a note of music and not a trace of self-conscious theatricality 
invade this very private little world. Storey’s play offers some Godot- 
like frustrations when nothing keeps on happening, but while Home 
may be a little too quiescent for some theatergoers, the rewards of 
seeing actors as good as these are far too great to quibble over con¬ 
tent. ▼

‘Lucia di Lammermoor’ 

Low-Cal ‘Lucia’

l lfM I onizetti’s Lucia di 
\ Lammermoor has been 
|P a crowd pleaser for 
over 150 years, and its 
first appearance this season at 
the San Francisco Opera 
(November 19) was no excep¬ 
tion. When local favorite Ruth 
Ann Swenson, who sang the 
title role, stepped out for her 
first solo bow at the end of the 
performance, the audience let 
loose with the only true ovation 
I’ve heard at the War Memorial 
since the Rossini Festival in 
1992. 

It was easy to see why the 
audience was so pleased with 
the soprano. Swenson’s voice is 
very beautiful, it is even from 
top to bottom, her high notes are 
strong and secure, her staccatti 
are accurate, and if her trills 
tend to lose focus, given all the 
pluses of her voice, that’s a 
minor complaint. She sang pret¬ 
tily and was obviously working 
hard on the dramatic side of the 
role as well, reacting to the 
action every second of the per¬ 
formance. 


So why did I keep feeling she 
was about to grab a couple of 
pom-poms and cheer Steve 
Young and the 49ers to another 
touchdown? Maybe it was the 
total absence of anything like 
Italian style or temperament in 
her performance? Perhaps it is 
curmudgeonly not to simply roll 
over and cheer with the rest of 
the audience (especially this sea¬ 
son when healthy-sounding 
sopranos have been all too rare), 
but opera is about something and 
Swenson - to these minority ears 
anyway - was unable to convey 
the emotion which should be at 
the very heart of any Lucia. The 
soprano might be better suited to 
Strauss (say, Sophie in 
Rosenkavalier ) or Handel 
(Cleopatra in Giulio Cesare ) 
than the Italian repertoire. 

Truly Italian tenor 

Fortunately the Edgardo, 
tenor Marcello Giordani, had 
Italian style for days. And since 
the rarely-performed Wolf’s 
Crag scene at the beginning of 
Act III was given, there were 
ample opportunities to revel in 
his artistry. Giordani’s voice is 
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not especially beautiful, and 
when he tried to sing softly, prin¬ 
cipally in the first act, it slipped 
off pitch quite badly. But then, 
subtlety is not the tenor’s strong 
point. Like the great Franco 
Corelli, when Giordani lets 
loose, especially in the top of his 
range, he has a focused, visceral, 
masculine sound that overflows 
with emotion. It could easily 
have been too much for the bel 
canto style of Donizetti, but to 
Giordani’s credit, he never 
joined the can belto school of 
singing. He also happens to be 
both tall and rather nice looking 
on stage. We need to have him 
back often in San Francisco. 

Roberto Servile made his 
U.S. opera debut as Enrico. His 
pleasant baritone is better than 
we often hear in this role, but 
ultimately it was unmemorable. 
The role of Raimondo suits bass 
Alastair Miles better than his 
role in Puritani last year and it 
was a pleasure to hear his rich, 
dark voice again. Adler fellow 
Alfredo Portilla offered an 
Arturo that, for once, did not get 
lost in the uproar of the second 
act. Bravo. Conductor Nello 
Santi was an efficient traffic cop. 

Climbing the walls 

The production by Sandra 
Bernhard and sets by resident 
designer Gerard Howland were 
about what one would expect

given the rest of this season. The 
unit set is a castle turned on one 
side which curves toward the 
top. The audience has the same 
point of view it would if it were 
sprawled on its back in the dirt 
inside the castle-keep looking 
up at the sky (which is the back 
of the stage). According to the 
press kit, “The idea behind the 
set is to provide a playing sur¬ 
face that would represent an 
environment without corners, 
thus becoming the psychologi¬ 
cal framework to Lucia’s 
inescapable condition.” Oh. 

This means Lucia and every¬ 
body else spend a lot of time lit¬ 


erally climbing the walls to get 
to the playing area at the back of 
the stage. But it could have been 
worse, since the season’s open¬ 
ing Macbeth and Lucia are both 
set in Scotland. Reversing a 
recent SF Opera trend, all the 
women on stage kept their 
clothes on for the entire opera. 
Which meant patrons had some¬ 
thing for which to be truly 
thankful this Thanksgiving. T

“It’s our rendition of the meaning of Christmas 
- Enrique style!” exclaim the two same-named 
male singers who provide most of the star power of 
this legendary San Francisco band. 

Go to Hell! is hardly a title one would associate 
with a typical Christmas special, but then this is 
hardly typical holiday fare. By integrating 
Enrique’s own songs, such as “Love Is Not a 
Hallmark Card,” and “Calgon Take Me Away,” into 
a loose plot, the band has assembled a unique take 
on that oddest of cultural entities, “the Christmas 
special.” 

Here’s the premise: Enrique’s female singer, 
Fish, is bitten by a rabid Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer. Fish’s ensuing near-death experience 
takes her and the rest of the band to hell, where 
they come face-to-face with not only Satan, but 
Santa! Without giving away any of the plot, suffice 
to say that the show also includes a gun-toting 
Frosty the Snowman, a possessed Jenny Craig, 
clandestine sexual liaisons with Santa, top-secret 
plans for world domination, and spiritual salvation 
through Hostess snack cakes. All this plus a spe¬ 
cial prize giveaway on Enrique’s own version of 
Wheel of Fortune. 

Part of nostalgia trend 

If this sounds like the result of people getting 
high and wondering what the hell they did after¬ 
wards, you’re probably right. “Yes, that’s basically 
how we work!” the two Enriques confess, without 
a trace of guilt. “And it just keeps getting more and 
more out of control!” 

In fact, that would describe Enrique’s modus 
operandi since the duo began performing in 1988. 
Starting out first as a loopy ’70s-style cover band, 
Enrique seemed better at glorifying an era than 
coming up with original material. For a while it 
worked, beautifully. The band spearheaded the 
’70s retro revival, peaking with a trend piece in 
Newsweek. But soon after, the singers realized that 
things would have to change. 

“When people thought of us, they thought of the 
’70s,” say Enrique. “But there was a point where 
we realized we had to take on our own identity.” 

Just as the wave of ’70s nostalgia was cresting, 
the duo began its transition. “We didn’t want to be 
labeled as a campy band locked in a time warp. We 
were aware that it was going to get old. We didn’t 
think the ’70s were going to come back forever. 
Sure, we still maintain [in our shows] that part that 


is really happy, dressed-up, and colorful. But we 
evolved.” 

Part of that evolution involved finding the right 
musicians. Three years ago, Enrique looked more 
like two costumed singers and a back-up band. 
Now, however, they sound like the real thing. “It’s 
taken time to get where we are,” Enrique chirps 
enthusiastically. “But we’ve never experienced the 
kind of unity the band has now. Now we have super 
musicians who understand our vision - to take over 
the world!” 

World domination of this sort involves some 
semblance of talent, and Enrique has it. Though 
often overlooked in favor of their cover songs, their 
original material is, for the most part, strong and 
dynamic. Penned by the taller of the two Enriques, 
these songs are usually fun ruminations on pop 
culture, with hummable hooks and familiar, catchy 
choruses that inspire audiences to chant along: “I 
write the vocal lines and the chords, and then the 
band arranges them.” 

Beyond kitsch 

The band still has a penchant for doing covers, 
but they’re done with a twist. They call these their 
“Siamese songs.” By seamlessly blending two 
songs that don’t go together at all, they do more 
than just appropriate the material, they transform 
it. 

“We sing part of the words of both songs 
together, so it takes on a whole new meaning,” 
Enrique offers. “Like we do Total Eclipse Out of 
Hell,’ which is ‘Bat Out of Hell’ by Meat Loaf and 
‘Total Eclipse of the Heart’ by Bonnie Tyler.” 

Ingenious as this is, it’s exactly why Enrique’s 
product is still labeled kitschy camp. “It’s so terri¬ 
ble!” laments Fish, “especially with our choices of 
cover material. It’s awful that people just think it’s 
camp.” 

“These things are sincere,” Enrique adds force¬ 
fully. “Sometimes we feel afraid to do covers 
because we want to be known for our own work. 
But they feel so much our own.” 

Postmodern deconstructivists? Why not? It sure 
beats dreaded ’70s retro. Go to Hell!, an Enrique 
Christmas special, should prove that the band has a 
lot more to offer than just tired nostalgia. After all, 
clever ideas and warped perspectives are never out 
of style. ▼

What they don’t deserve is 
being slathered in half-digested 
politico-sexual hype over their 
handling of such themes as 
bisexuality, women who like 
being sexually “topped” by 
men, killer dykes, horny gals 
who refuse to let love spoil per¬ 
fectly good sex, and issues of 
race and gender that are compli¬ 
cated enough to provide fodder 
for several issues of On Our 
Backs. And yet that’s just what 
critics have tended to do in 
response to these unusual films. 

Keep an eye on local film 
writers when Erotique opens at 
the Lumiere this week. I predict 
hot competition over who will 
occupy the sassiest position in 
debates about whether Erotique 
is truly a “feminist” film or 
whether it manages to constitute 
genuine “erotica” (as distinct 
from mere pornography). If 
you’re a wicked little person, as 
I am, you can amuse yourself by 
imagining a Siskel & Ebert-type 


free-for-all on Erotique , with 
Andrea Dworkin as Roger and 
Camille Paglia as Gene. It’s a 
toss-up whose opinion would be 
most likely to make you start 
chewing the hair off your arms. 

Borden and Treut 

So let’s cut to the chase: To 
the extent that discussing 
Erotique brings up words like 
“feminist” and “pornography,” 
the work in this trilogy makes it 
abundantly clear that the art and 
aesthetics of the ’90s have ren¬ 
dered such terms all but useless. 
In fact, one of the many mar¬ 
velous aspects of Erotique is 
that its three films have devel¬ 
oped escape velocity from the 
planet on which concepts like 
these have meaning. Erotique is 
risky, modern, perhaps a bit 
rough around the edges, and 
sexy as hell. 

“Let’s Talk About Sex,” by 
Lizzie Borden ( Born in Flames, 
Working Girls, Love Crimes) 
and co-written by Susie Bright, 
is the story of Rosie (played 
with sizzle and tenderness by 
Kamala Lopez-Dawson), a 


phone-sex worker and aspiring 
legit actress in Hollywood. 
Rosie’s seduction of one of her 
“regulars” gives new meaning to 
the phrase, “I’m tied up right 
now and can’t get to the phone.” 

German director Monika 
Treut’s “Taboo Parlor” will cer¬ 
tainly raise eyebrows with its 
depiction of a lesbian couple 
who decide, quite literally, to go 
on a manhunt. In ways, “Taboo 
Parlor” is the least thoughtful of 
Erotique’s films (one senses that 
Treut created her characters in 
order to make a point, not to 
flesh out a story), but it has a 
kind of The Living End edginess 
to it that is entirely compelling. 
Cameos by Tanita Tikaram and 
Marianne Sagebrecht are a plus, 
as is the surprise appearance of 
a black, strap-on dildo that bold¬ 
ly goes where no one has gone 
before. 

Law’s is best of the lot 

By far the most fully con¬ 
ceived of Erotique’s three offer¬ 
ings, however, is Hong Kong- 
based director Clara Law’s 
“Wonton Soup,” written by 


Eddie Ling-Ching Fong. At its 
base is a romantic conflict 
between Australian-born Adrian 
(gratuitous gush: actor Tim 
Lounibos is gorgeous) and 
Hong Kong native Ann (Hayley 
Man). Adrian loves Ann, it 
appears, more than she loves 
him. After every bout of love- 
making she wants to break up; 
what’s worse is that while both 
are Chinese, Ann torments 
Adrian by insisting that he’s just 
not Chinese “enough” for Hong 
Kong (or for her). 

Determined to keep her, 
Adrian consults a friend who 
instructs him in the ancient love 
secrets of Chinese royalty and in 
the mastery of culinary aphro¬ 
disiacs. Adrian’s attempt to 
impress Ann with his knowl¬ 
edge of the 30 Sacred Positions 
is both ludicrous and touching - 
as romance often is. 

What “Wonton Soup” also 
has going for it is a decidedly 
literary aesthetic. There is the 
leisurely accumulation of detail 
(in this case, visual detail - 
Alfred Wong’s cinematography 
is stunning throughout) that 


brings lushness to the story (the 
empty room that Adrian steadily 
fills with elegant lacquer furni¬ 
ture in an attempt to create a 
true Chinese home; a drive 
through Kowloon during which 
Adrian is forced to photograph 
the tourist attractions through 
the torrents of rain falling across 
the car’s windows). And there is 
the deliberate ambiguity in the 
resolution that makes “Wonton 
Soup” (please pardon the pun) 
rather delicious. 

Erotique is a welcome new 
offering from Borden and Treut, 
whose previous creations have 
never failed to impress; and it 
marks one of the few opportuni¬ 
ties American audiences have 
had to see Clara Law’s work. As 
one of only a handful of full¬ 
time female directors in Hong 
Kong’s gigantic film industry, 
Law, in particular, is worth 
watching. ▼

Steve Martland’s ‘Patrol’ 

International Style 


ritish composer Steve Martland has been 
stirring up controversy in the U.K.’s 
musical circles for years and is about to 
do the same in the U.S. with the arrival of 
his new CD Patrol, which runs the gamut of musi¬ 
cal styles, from classical to jazz to pop. 

On this Catalyst release, Martland’s group, the 
Steve Martland Band, performs the rhythmically 
tense four-part “Danceworks” while The Smith 
String Quartet performs the morose “Patrol.” 
“Danceworks” is a fusion of rhythm beds lifted 
from pop, jazz and classical minimalist influences. 
Many critics shuffle Martland into the minimalist 
category alongside composer Steve Reich, who 
gave the genre its name, and Philip Glass, who 
gave the genre its fame and fortune. 

“Danceworks” displays a lively, tightly focused 
interplay between piano and saxophone, reminis¬ 
cent of the rhythmic variations on Laurie 
Anderson’s Big Science. “Danceworks” has been a 
favorite with choreographers from Europe to 
America, along with other Martland compositions. 

Martland’s work aims for a fusion of styles and 
musical palettes that break down the barriers 
between high and low art, the serious and the ver¬ 
nacular. His workshops in schools and his involve¬ 
ment with television demonstrate a commitment to 
reaching the widest possible audience. While his 
democratic style has earned him critical scorn 
from some comers, others applaud him as the new 
light in classical music. Martland downplays both 
angles and insists he is only following the advice 
of his mentor Louis Andriessen, the Dutch com¬ 
poser, who said, “You compose music about the 
music you love.” 


Martland’s love of music stretches back to 
medieval music, whose techniques inform the title 
work of this 
disc, “Patrol.” 
The prepon¬ 
derance of 
tightly con¬ 
trolled rhyth¬ 
mic bursts of 
“Danceworks” 
are gone in 
this six-part 
composition, 
scored for two 
violins, viola 
and cello. The 
melancholy of 
the piece is 
lifted by a vig¬ 
orous violin 
counterpoint. 
(Martland had 
the string fan- 
Steve Martland tasias of 17th- 

century com¬ 
poser Henry 

Purcell in mind while working on Patrol.) The 
work’s keen sense of melodrama, so liberally dis¬ 
played here, is liberating. 

Steve Martland seems destined to take America 
by storm with his chameleon blend of musical 
idioms. This premiere recording could be the key 
to his success. T

t oday, December 1, is 
World AIDS Day, a 
time to remember the 
past and those people 
we have lost and whose compa¬ 
ny we still long for. It is a time 
to be active in the present and 
remember that we must get on 
with our lives and remain com¬ 
mitted to the collective effort of 
preventing the spread of this dis¬ 
ease. It is also a time to hope for 
a future in which there will be 
no reason for a World AIDS 
Day. 

Every part of our world has 
been affected by AIDS - espe¬ 
cially the gay community, and in 
particular gay athletes. This 
year’s Gay Games served as a 
blatant reminder of all we have 
lost, which includes the founder 
of Gay Games itself. As we con¬ 
tinue to assimilate and encour¬ 
age new athletes into the fold, 
those of us who have been 
involved in gay athletics for a 
decade or more fondly remem¬ 
ber teammates who have 
enriched our sporting lives and 
the community in general. 

I have participated in four 
Gay Games, and while each was 


fulfilling and exciting in its own 
way, I wonder sometimes how 
much better each competition 
would have been had many of 
my now-gone talented team¬ 
mates been running by my side. 

In my area of expertise, track 
& field, I have seen many talent¬ 
ed athletes lose the battle with 
AIDS. It pains me to think of the 
strong contributions these men 
could have made to our team, 
and how we all lose from the 
loss of their friendship and lov¬ 
ing spirit. The teammates I have 
lost include Gay Games founder 
and decathlete, Dr. Tom 
Waddell; Gay Games II track 
organizer and team leader 
Bernard Turner; superstar 
sprinter Earl Bryant; and others 
like Oliver Murphy, Dex 
Reynolds, Carl Firestone, Garet 
Stark, Efrem Cavazos, Terry 
Taylor, Doug Baker, Paul 
Rosenthal, Bradley Haynes and 
Alan French. Each athlete, 
medal winner or not, con¬ 
tributed greatly to the develop¬ 
ment and spirit of the team, and 
that is what we miss and what 
we remember at every Gay 
Games, at every track practice, 
on each World AIDS Day. 

At New York’s Gay Games in 


June, fresh faces invigorated our 
team. But for me, the Gay 
Games torch flickered a little 
less brightly this year, its flame 
weighed down by the memories 
of so much lost talent. Looking 
into the future, I try not to think 
how many more athletes will 
have to be fondly remembered 
by their teammates at the open¬ 
ing ceremonies of the 
Amsterdam Gay Games in 1998. 

Dealing with HIV is espe¬ 
cially difficult for athletes 
because we are taught to be in 
tune with our bodies. We hone 
them to overcome physical lim¬ 
itations. Accepting a weakened 
physical condition is troubling 
to say the least. 


But we can help our fellow 
athletes in their struggles with 
HIV and AIDS. We must contin¬ 
ue to be supportive, on and off 
the playing field. While we 
should be respectful of our 
teammates who choose not to 
disclose their status, we must 
also reach out to those who con¬ 
sider it an embarrassment or 
weakness to have HIV or AIDS. 
We are more than teammates. 
We are a family, and we must 
treat our “family” with all the 
understanding and support we 
can muster. The hug you give 
your teammate during this crisis 
may be more necessary - and 
readily felt - than the congratu¬ 
latory hug you gave him at the 


finish line after his last race. Do 
not construe this as a gesture of 
pity - it is out of love and com¬ 
passion that we seek to assure 
others that they need not face 
this difficult challenge alone. 

AIDS is not an embarrass¬ 
ment. It is not a disgrace. It is 
not a punishment from God. It is 
a disease that anyone can get, 
gay or straight, athlete or non¬ 
athlete. So let us continue to 
remember those we have lost 
and revitalize our commitment 
to those who continue in the 
struggle with AIDS. And let us 
all pray for the day when we 
will no longer have to think 
about World AIDS Day ever 
again. ▼

Tennis Circuit Comes Out in ’95

The increasing number of gay and lesbian 
tennis tournaments throughout the nation is 
reflective of the tennis circuit’s ongoing “com¬ 
ing out’’ process. Marking distance from pre¬ 
vious years, the Gay and Lesbian Tennis 
Alliance has announced that a record 16-20 
cities will now host tournaments in 1995. 

The tournaments in question are hosted by 
the gay and lesbian tennis clubs in various 
cities and offer divisions for players of all skill 
levels, from experienced players to novices. 
Tournaments typically have Open A, B, C, and 
D divisions in singles and doubles as well as 
mixed doubles and consolation draws for those 
who lose in the first round. Tournaments are 
open to all interested participants, and because 
volunteers organize and staff the events, the 
clubs only charge entry fees to cover expenses. 

The circuit kicks off in February with the 
South Florida Tennis Club’s annual clay court 
competition. Tournament choices peak during 
the summer months. In fact, over Labor Day 
weekend players will have the option of going 
to tournaments in either Los Angeles, Atlanta 
or Portland. In 1994, approximately 700 play¬ 
ers participated in these three Labor Day 
weekend tournaments. The season will wrap 
up over the Thanksgiving holiday with match¬ 
es in Palm Springs and Houston. 

Not to be outdone by straight tournaments, 
the Gay and Lesbian Tennis Alliance main¬ 
tains computerized tournament results and 
publishes national rankings for men and 
women, both singles and doubles.

New Book Grapples With Political Correctness 

Road Map for Gen’s X,Y &Z 


by Doug Robson 
The Future 

of White Men and Other 
Diversity Dilemmas 
by Joan Steinau Lester; 
Conari Press, $9.95 

n times when political cor- 
III rectness challenges long- 
held notions of America’s 
common cultural under¬ 
pinnings, when sexual harass¬ 
ment extends beyond being 
flashed in the street, when 
semantic norms become 
increasingly blurred, a new 
book by Joan Steinau Lester, 
founder and executive director 
of Emeryville’s Equity Institute, 
arrives to offer a helping hand 
through the multicultural quick¬ 
sand. 

In The Future of White Men 
and Other Diversity Dilemmas, 
Lester argues that dealing with 
our interlaced cultural fabric is 
unavoidable. “Somehow...we 
can’t run away,” she writes. 
“The cousin named Gonzales 
(when our last name is Glenn), 
the aunt named Weinstein (ours 
is Wayne) - they keep popping 
up. Along with our son and his 
longtime ‘friend’, the daughter 
who marries ‘outside the race’, 
or the sister who can’t get a job 
because the bus in her town still 
isn’t wheelchair accessible. The 
conflict between groups keeps 
occurring, right under our 
noses.” 

America has always wel¬ 
comed people of different eth¬ 
nicity, religious beliefs, and 
political persuasions into her 
widespread arms. In recent 


years, however, a heated philo¬ 
sophical and political debate has 
taken place about what defines 
culture in this country. Do we 
focus on the commonalities that 
make us all Americans, or 
should we look to the separate 
races comprising our melting 
pot? In short, we’re experienc¬ 
ing a kind of national identity 
crisis. The Future of White Men 
provocatively examines this 
sticky problem. 

Drawing on her vast personal 
and professional experience in 
the area of diversity, Lester 
stays in the middle of the road 
as she looks at the mounting 
challenges of adapting to an 
America in which white men 
and minority groups struggle for 
a place at the proverbial “table.” 
Without anger, blame, or even 
answers, Lester aims to facili¬ 
tate constructive dialogue 
between individuals and institu¬ 
tions to help create a more 
inclusive dinner party. She does 
this by placing on the table 
many of our cultural supposi¬ 
tions. Once in clear view, we 
can then examine their validity 
in light of a changing America. 

No apportioning blame 

Her purpose, however, is not 
to distribute blame, but to “stim¬ 
ulate dialogue.” “People in the 
dominant culture often don’t 
understand the emotional charge 
associated with names,” writes 
Lester. “They have the luxury of 
not having to care because their 
culture is all around them, and 
their group has, in essence, 
named everything and everyone, 
from ‘Indians’ to ‘Orientals.’ 


Taking control of its name is 
one more example of an exclud¬ 
ed group’s attempt to assert con¬ 
trol over its destiny” 

She also provides guidance 
for dealing with common every¬ 
day situations that can make us 
squirm in our seats. What do 
you say when your boss tells an 
ethnic joke that perpetuates 
stereotypes? When is it appro¬ 
priate to mention someone’s 
race? What do I call groups that 
keep changing their names with¬ 
out offending them? 

And what of the criticism 
that her book is just another 
example of political correctness 
gone too far? “I hope the light¬ 
hearted nature [of it] saves it 
from a sanctimonious tone,” 
said Lester in a recent interview 
between book tours. “This is 
just a guide; people can take it 
or leave it. I’m not a zealot.” 

Gays and lesbians, of course, 
are the newest (or at least most 
visible) group trying to get a 
seat at the table. Though she is 
very open about her own sexual 
orientation, Lester says that she 
“constantly works to overcome 
limiting images I have of myself 
as a woman.” The problem of 
AIDS discrimination she hopes 
to address in a future work. 

Lester sees her book as a road 
map for the average person who is 
trying to figure out all this “diver¬ 
sity stuff.” The interviewer at one 
point suggested that the book 
serves as a kind of “layman’s” 
guide to diversity dilemmas - 
only to be corrected with “layper¬ 
son.” With a knowing smile, 
Lester indicates that the rules are 
indeed “changing fast.” ▼

Sweet Cherry Wine

S weet Cherry Wine, a new novel by Carol 
Schmidt, is not a sequel to the late and 
unlamented Silverlake Heat, Schmidt’s 
first Naiad novel, although the same 
main character appears. The Laney Samms of 
SCW is a multi-dimensional character, one who 
maintains interest throughout.

n first hearing the new 
i Velocity Girl album, I 
thought it was one of those 
perfect summertime pop 
records. Filled with jangly guitar riffs, 
catchy songs, and dreamy female 
vocals, it was light, airy and fun, yet 
somewhat weightless. I figured that 
when summer ended, so would my 
interest in this record. Well, summer 
ended months ago and I’m still listen¬ 
ing to it. There is no denying the shal¬ 
low appeal of jSimpatico! Though it 
lacks the abrasive edge of last year’s 
debut album, Copacetic, there is no 
shortage of decent songs here. Gone 
are the layers upon layers of feed- 
back-drenched guitar that practically 
buried Sarah Shannon’s sweet voice. 
This band has learned to capitalize on 
what it does well: write wonderful 
tunes. And in doing so Velocity Girl 
has become that rarest of musical arti¬ 
facts - a good old-fashioned pop 
band. 


At first I was disappointed, but 
with its catchy hooks and hum-along 
refrains, jSimpatico! eventually won 
me over. The music’s clean and crisp- 
sound is the work of talented knob- 
twiddling British producer John 
Porter, who used to work with the 
Smiths and Roxy Music. “I Can’t Stop 



Smiling” sounds as if it could have 
been a Partridge Family song; it’s just 
one of several tunes on which guitarist 
Archie Moore sings back-up, which 
contributes to the big 


happy-family-feeling that permeates 
the album. It’s easily the sunniest 
thing I’ve heard this year. ▼

Radical Teacher on Gay Studies 

Queer and Quotable

s Senator Jesse Helms confirmed with his recent 
anti-gay amendment to the federal education 
I bill, the gay rights battle has moved into 
America’s classrooms. Enter Radical Teacher, a 
left-wing journal for educators, whose current issue is 
dedicated entirely to “Lesbian/Gay/Queer Studies.” 

Radical Teacher takes a political approach to educa¬ 
tion, both in theory and in practice. Established nearly 20 
years ago, the journal is run by a volunteer editorial col¬ 
lective and comes out three times a year. Its circulation of 
approximately 5000 per issue reaches educators at every 
level, from primary schools to graduate schools. The cur¬ 
rent issue is the first devoted solely to gay issues since 
1984, and while much progress has been made in the last 
10 years, the advances may be far less impressive than 
the right wing suggests. 

The magazine tackles issues other journals - even 
other gay publications - would find uncomfortable. Toni 
Oliviero, dean of Eugene Lang College in New York, 
considers how bans against teacher-student sexual rela¬ 
tionships might specifically harm gays and lesbians on 
campus. Erica Rand, an art history teacher at Bates 
College, weighs the advantages of teaching sexually 
explicit queer images in the classroom. And three mem¬ 
bers of Chicago’s Coalition for Positive Sexuality take on 
extracurricular queer teaching - what they dub “guerrilla 
sex education.” 

The articles are slanted heavily toward a collegiate 
experience, despite the journal’s inclusion of primary and 
secondary educators. However, the authors succeed in 
connecting academic issues to community politics, mak¬ 
ing Radical Teacher a catalyst for discussions outside the 
academy as well. 

Richard Ohmann, a member of the editorial collective 
who teaches English and American Studies at Wesleyan 
University, sees important changes in the field of queer 
studies since the magazine last covered the subject a 
decade ago. 

“It is more squarely academic now,” he says, “and as 
with every one of these movements that has made its way 


into the academy, there are some 
positives and some negatives. To 
the extent that it does become 
embedded in academic life, it will 
inevitably become more detached 
from social movements. I’m not 
talking about selling out or co¬ 
optation. You just get different pri¬ 
orities.” 

Henry Abelove agrees. A pro¬ 
fessor of English at Wesleyan, 

Abelove was invited to co-edit 
the gay issue of Radical Teacher 
with Ohmann and Wesleyan his¬ 
tory professor Claire Potter. Co¬ 
editor of 1993’s Lesbian and 
Gay Studies Reader 
(Routledge), a vital book in 
establishing the field as acade¬ 
mically viable, Abelove knows 
that the much-trumpeted suc¬ 
cesses of queer studies have 
been somewhat hollow. 

True, Abelove admits, 
over 50 colleges now offer 
some individual courses in the 
field - a statement that could not have been made 10 
years ago. “On the other hand,” he argues, “there aren’t 
many programs - less than a handful - there aren’t 
majors, and what’s more important, there are few ded¬ 
icated lines.” 

Rather than establishing “dedicated” lines - positions 
specifically intended to address queer studies - universi¬ 
ties have simply permitted professors hired by tradition¬ 
al departments for other reasons to teach queer courses. 
Very few people are hired specifically to teach queer 
studies. 

“If I were to leave tomorrow, I wouldn’t necessarily 
be replaced by someone who would teach queer studies,” 
says Abelove, who was himself hired for his expertise in 
18th-century literature. “Almost all the courses given are 
being taught by volunteers.” 


Besides, as the discussion in Radical Teacher shows, 
even on progressive college campuses, nearly all the 
queer studies courses are restricted to English and 
American Studies departments, with serious resistance 
coming from disciplines like psychology, history, and 
political science. Graduate schools suffer from a dearth 
of qualified instructors to help interested graduate stu¬ 
dents. And on the secondary school level, the progress 
has been negligible. Queer studies may have come a 
long way, but despite the kind of optimistic fighting 
spirit we see in Radical Teacher, the battles are hardly 
over. 

“There is much more presence than there was a 
decade ago,” says Abelove, “but there still isn’t much.” T
